Summary of Pes from the Far Cast, 


THE EVACUATION OF CANTON. 

On the 21st October, after an occupation of nearly four 
years, the Allied troops evacuated Canton. The occasion ws 
one of great interest, and was rendered duly impressive by s 
variety of ceremonies. On the morning of the 19th all the 
chief authorities, we are told, headed by the Viceroy, called ’at 
the Allied Commissioners’ Yamun to take leave of the Com- 
manders and Commissioners. They were received in state, with 
English aud French guards of honour and the band of HM’s 
99th Regt., together with salutes from a (battery of Royal Ar- 
tillery. The reception-hall of the Allied Commission was draped 
with flags, and chairs were arranged securing due order of pre- 
cedence. In the absence of Brigadier General Crawford, C.B, 
detained by illness at Hong Kong, the French commandant 
superieur took the lead in receiving the authorities, while Cap- 
tain Borlase,C.B, and Colonel Dowbiggin, H.M.’s 99th Regt., 
represented the British forces, followed by Mr. Harry S, Parkes, 
C.B, and M. de Tanouarne, the Allied Commissioners. The 
Viceroy expressed his gratification at the mark of confidence 
displayed by the contemplated rendition of Canton ; and after 
some conversation the authoritics withdrew, shaking hands 
with the assembled officers. In the afternoon the visit was 
returned, the Allied Commanders and Commissioners, with their 
suites, proceeding to the Viceroy’: Yamun, the courtyard of 
which was lined with the troops of his Brigade of guards ; and 
in his reception-hall they found not only the authorities assem- 
bled, but also a collation in the European style, laid out with 
the utmost elegance, This unexpected feature was acknow- 
ledged as a delicate mark of attention, heightening the friendly 
effect of the farewell visit. While formal leave was being 
taken of the Viceroy, his Excellency is said to have made spe- 
cial allusion to the Consuls of England and France, as being de- 
livered into his care, with a promise to watch over their 
safety. 

The final ceremonies took place on the 21st, when a battery 
of Chinese artillery saluted the allied flags with twenty-one 
guns, which were returned by Captain Twiss’s battery, under 
Lieut. Hanmen ; and as the last shot resounded, the flags of 
England and France were lowered from the pinnacle they have 
occupied since 1857, and at the same moment the British Con- 
sular flag was hoisted. The commanders, then rising, announced 
to the Viceroy that the occupation of Canton had ceased, and that 
from that moment they resigned into his hands the civil and 
military government of the city. In reply, the Viceroy, rising 
with all his suite, expressed with evident feeling his gratitude 
for the confidence shown in the good intentions of his Govern- 
ment, and his conviction that friendly feelings between the 
three nations must be cemented from that hour, While the 
formal rendition was taking place, the Chinese banner, of yellow 
silk decorated with an Imperial dragon, was hoisted from tho 
English flagstaffs on the Heights, and at the landing place, as 
well as at the mainmast head of H.MS, Sphinx, from which 
vessel a Royal salute to the Chinese flag was fired, in 
response to which the Imperial junks likewise fired 
twenty-one guns. After this the Allied officials proceeded 
fo the place of embarkation in the following order :—

‘was fired. This ended an important chapter in the history of 
British and French relations with the Celestial Empire. 

‘The following is the proclamation which was issued on this 
occasion by the Chinese authorities :— 

Mu, General, commanding the Eight Banners of the Manchou and 
Chinese garrison of Canton, and the marine battalion of Manchou troops, 
General-in-chief of the forces in the province of Kwang-tung :

Ke, of the Imperial kindred, a Vice-President of the Board of 
associate member of the Board of Censorate, Governor of the pro.

Jointly proclaim, for public information, that the Allied Commissioners 
of England and France have personally arranged with the Viceroy, that on 
the 2lst of October, the Allied Commanders will withdraw the whole of the 
troops now garrisoning Canton, together with the Allied Commission, and 
estore possession of the city. 

This action of the two ni s, in withdrawing their troops and restor- 
ing the City before the completion of the payments of indemnity, esta 
blishing proof of the mutual relations of sincere good faith and of per- 
petual devotion to concord and friendship, is a subject of high gratification 
to the ‘'artar General and Viceroy, which is equally shared by the Governor, 
in his residence at Shao-chou-fu. 

On their own part, the Tartar General and Viceroy have likewise deter- 
mined that, on the 2Ist of October, they will together proceed to the 
Hall of Assembly on the Heights, in order to conduct the arrangements 
for the restoration of the City, with the Allied Commanders and Commis- 
sionera, on a footing of mutual courtesy, Salutes will be mutually fired, 
and flags exchanged, to develop the element of joy, in order that the ad- 
mirable intention of cordial harmony between the Chinese and forcign 
nations may be auspiciously illustrated. 

‘This proclamation is accordingly issued, that the inhabitants of the City 
and its neighbourhood may be thoroughly informed. Men of all deserip~ 
tions within and without the City are accordingly hereby notified, that, on 
the day aforesaid, on the restoration of Canton by the Allied nations ot 
England and France, the firing of salutes and exchange of flags will take 
place, in mutual manifestation of courtesy and respect. 

Furthermore, during the occupation of Canton by the Allied troops of 
England and France, during a period of four years, their conduct has 
never been otherwise than friendly towards the military people of the 
whole City. and ye military and people, having also corresponded with 
courtesy and frieridship, harmony has been maintained from first to last. 
Now that the troops are being withdrawn, the Consuls of England and 
France will continue to reside within the city, while the merchants and 
people of all nations will constantly pass in and out, or reside therein at 
their pleasure. It remains the duty of yourselves, the military and people, 
to continue to them the same respectful and courteous relations that have 
prevailed during the occupation, and then perpetual amity between our 
Fespective nations will be secured. The Tartar General and Viceroy 
Zincerely hope that henceforward, by firmly adhering to the Treaties of 
Peace, both Chinese and foreigners will enjoy together the blessing of 

rosperity and e.

returned. This seems to promise well for the future; for 
with the Court at Peking, our own position there will be mate- 
rially improved, Another favourable omen is the manner in 
which Prince Kung has been received at Zehol. He is said to 
have returned to Peking highly gratified with the result of his 
journey. On the proposed return of the Court, the Worth 
China Herald writes :— 
“While at Zehol, the Council of Regency is strongly supported by the 
numerous adherents of its three more powerful members ; its policy, did 
it dare to act, would be essentially anti-foreign, and its position as a rulii 
body is really less under control than that of an emperor. The return to 
Peking will cause a great change ; there, their supporters will be in the 
minority, the Governmental policy will be guided by thefcounsels of Prince 
Kung, and their action will be under a wholesome control. The Prince 
accepts the situation ; seeing that foreign intercourse must be tolerated, 
he is convinced that worthy of careful attention and of more liberal 
treatment than it has received heretofore. _ It is the policy of the Council 
to damage the Prince in the public estimation, by stigmatising him as 
truckling to foreigners; his views are not likely to be altered by their op- 
position, and the high estimation in which the people hold him is protected 
to a great extent by the popular ill fecling that exists towards most of the 
Council. The only fear of the Prince's friends is, that some indiscretion 
on the part of foreigners visiting Peking may give rise to reports which, 
as they travelled, would have the effect of delaying indefinitely 
the Emperor's return.”” 
The remains of the late Emperor were to be brought to the 
capital on the 3rd or 4th of November. 
Shing-paon having returned to Peking after a’successful cam- 
paign against the rebels along the south-west borders of Shan- 
tung, has been again despatched to co-operate with San-ko-lin- 
sin along the east coast of that province. 

The following case is another proof of the refusal of our 
minister to alow Engiishmen to visit Peking :— 

“A gentleman has lately been desirous of penetrating to a large trading 
city in the North West of China, which we believe foreigners are per- 
mitted to visit after having obtained permission of our Minister : his object 
in going thither was strictly commercial and specific, and he carried with 
him a passport from our Consul at Shanghai, but it was only for a port 
below Peking, andj therefore not available at the capital itself; however, 
Peking lay in the route to the city this gentleman wished to go to, and he 
therefore went to the Imperial city direct himself, and immediately made 
application at our Embassy for permission to remain, and fac 
yg the interior of the city, and for making inquiries as to the selling 
there of zoods which had been sold to the Peking traders at Tientsin, 
&ec., and also for permission to proceed to his further destination beyond 
Peking; but what was the result of his application? Not only was he not 
allowed to remain in Peking more than two days, but he was told it was 
not even any use asking Mr. Bruce for permission to go further north, as 

e would be sure to refuse ; the Chinese authorities had not raised any ob= 

jons to this gentleman's presence in their city, but it was simply a

“On the subject of ‘ Ship's stores, is to be observed that 
many of the articles for which exemption is now claimed are inserted 
in the tariff as subject to duty, from which it would appear, that 
they were not considered to fall properly under that description. It 
appears to me that in all cases where an article does not fall 
‘exclusively within the term of “ Ship Stores," and may be applied to other 
purposes, the utmost that can be asked for under Treaty, is that drawback 
should be allowed them when it is bona fide put on board ships as stores. 
‘The list given by the storekeepers of Shanghai, and printed in the Report 
inelosed by you (which I now see for the first time), is more reasonable than 
that which was furnished to me some time since from Canton, which con- 
tained pretensions utterly unreconcileable with the Treaty, and I shall en- 
deavour to have the benefit of exemptions further extended than it is by 
Present practice. 

“ The privilege of sharing in the coasting trade which was granted under 
different conditions at different ports—exemption certificates being recag- 
nised at some, and not at others—is not a right which, according to my 
construction, can oe claimed by Treaty; nor can the Chinese Govern- 
ment be debarred from putting it under general regulations. If Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government decides that my reading of the Treaty is erroncous, 
‘an arrangement more favourable to shipping may be made ; but unless I 

am entitled to it as of right, I think the qu.stion is settled on terms as fa- 
vourable as at present can be obtained. 

“ As your address will bring these and other topics under the notice 
of Her Majesty's Government it is unnecessary for me to discuss them 
further. You are sufficiently acquainted with the history of our inter- 
course with China to know the difficulty of preserving trade from exac- 
tions in the interior at a time when the Government is straining every 
nerve to provide funds for the suppression of a formidable rebelli 
and when by treaty it is debarred from the usual resources of Gov 
ments in such cases—namely, that of raising revenue by increased Cus- 
toms impositions. The trausit duty clause was devised to relieve 
foreign trader from arbitrary internal exactions without imposing upon 
Her Majesty's Government the hopeless task of interfering between the 
Chinese authorities and their Chinese subjects; unfortunately the 
general anarchy that prevails, and particularly the disturbed condition 
of the country in the neighbourhood of Shanghai, render at present 
the benefit of the arrangement almost nugatory, and greatly 
enhance the difficulties of any one, who has at one and the same moment 
to carry out the provisions of the ‘Treaty, and to place the relations of the 
two countries on a permanent and more friendly footing. The same 
causes together with local interests are at work in tlivarting the attempts 
of the foreign exployes to introduce a more honest and better system of 
administration into the Chinese Custom-house. I can speak however 
from personal knowledge as to the soundness of the advice given by Mr. 
Hart to the High Officers of the Chinese Government at Peking and to 
the perseverance with which he has urged upon them enlarged views in 
commercial matters. 

“ Though I have pointed out above some of the obstacles to be en- 
countered, I wish it to be understood that I thoroughly concur with the 
memorialists in desiring to free trade from the trammels and impositions 
under which it labours and in proportion as I acquire influence with this 
Government, it shall be made use of to that end.” 

The following notification was issucd at the British Consulate 
on the 17th October, and signed by Mr. Mcdhurst: 
“John Markham, Esquire, H.M.’s Vice-Consul, will take 
officiating charge of this Consulate from the present date until 
further notice.” Mr, and Mrs. Mcdhurst have since left for 
Japan. 

Another expedition to India has been proposed to start from 
Peking, and travel by the northern frontiers of China to India. 
‘Long ago Mr. Parkes proposed such a scheme to Colonel Sarel, 
but the present plan appears to have originated with Captain 
Malcolm of the Royal Engineers, and Captain Blakiston. These 
gentlemen intend to follow the land route, and will not venture 
upon the Yang-tse. 

A curious letter, describing “the%Taipings at Home,” appears

« Kan Wang is, I should say, about 45 years old, rather fat than other- 
wise, and has an open and very pleasing countenance, He is an ex- 
tremely pleasant companion, can drink a glass of port wine, and, if neces- 
sary, make a dinner of bifsiick al Anglais, with a knife and fork. I must 
confess that he is the most enlightened Chinaman I ever saw. He is 
peal uainted with geography, moderately with mechanics, a 

owl the soperionity of Western civilization, has books of r. ference 
with plates on all imaginable subjects, is generous, and very desirous 
of doing good~ Per contra, he is indolent, and consequently takes 
but little trouble to see his theories put into practice. . . . . 
Kan Wang's Yamun is hung round with satin scrolls, and is dreadfully 
dusty. I don’t think it is ever used. In one corner are a dozen solar 
Jamp glasses, and on the table two canisters of gunpowder in Curtis and 
Harvey flasks, the one made at Ningpo, the other in Britain, In a large 
press are a mulitude of picture-bocks, done up in cloth covers. His 

ighness will take them down and how them to you, and you can't deny 
that some of the Soochow flower paintings are exquisite. Turing 
fh a small door to the left you come into Kan Wang’s own sanctum, 
which is sgulte museum in its way. It is a large cheerful room facing a 
garden of flowers. The principal article of furniture is a large bed of 






































Soochow manufactrue, covered with jade and other ornaments, and hung 
with yellow curtains. ‘The Wang takes « sicata in this now in. 
Tables line the sides of the chamber, and support a most extraordinary 
conglomeration of different articles.’ There is a telescope on a moving 
pedestal (broken), a gun box (gun gone), three Colts revoivers all uscless 
from rust), a box of gun caps, ditto of Vestas, two solar lamps that 
can’t be made to light, and a cake of brown Windsor soap ; the Woolwich 
Manual of Fortifications, a book on military tactics, and the Holy Bible ; 
any amount of Chinese books, comprising all those valuable works pub- 
lished by foreign missionaries, quires of yellow paper, five or six clocks, an 
alarum, broken barometer, heaps of proclamations, ink stones, gold pen- 
cils, and dirty rags. On the other side piles of books suffering from moth, 
a hat box with the dragon hat inside, fans mounted in silver, jade stone 
drinking cup and saucers, gold and silver cups, platters, chepsticss and 
forks, three English Port wine bottles, and one ditto of Coward's mixed 
pickles. At various places are suspended an English naval sword, some 
dragon caps, a couple of Japanese knives, two French plates, and an old 
engraving of the Holy Well in Flintshire. Lying on the bed is a mass 
of silver ingots tied up in acloth, Chairs and stools with marble seats 
are placed round a marble table, and an attendant dressed ina spotless 
white crape, with blue jackets pulls a punkah, and so keeps you beauti- 
fully cool. Here Kan Wang will give you a pretty dinner and lots of 
wine. He told me that Tien Wang prohibited wine; he applied for a 
dispensation asserting that unless he drank he could not eat, and that the 
dispensation was immediately granted.” 


There is no news of any interest from the ports on the 
Yang-tse, but by the shipping reports it is evident that great 
activity exists in the employment of foreign vessels, A notice 
of these movements will be found in another column. 

Mr. Samuel Mossman has assumed the management and 
editorship of the North China Herald. 

A case has been settled in favour of Messrs. Lindsay and Co. 
against the captain and owners of the Imperial for commission 
(£300) on a charter, procured by the captain after closing ac- 
counts} with Messrs. Lindsay and Co., but before leaving the 
port. It is important that shipowners should know that such 
is the custom in China, and instruct their captains accordingly. 





CHEFOO. 

The news from this post is up to the 15th October, and com- 
prises very melancholy intelligence. It had been attacked by 
the Rebels ; and the French Admiral who hastened to the rescue 
in the Fviloong, landed in time to savo the place, not from 
the Taipings, but from Junksmen who had landed to protect 
the hongs, but eventually took to looting, On the following 
day the Rebels appeared in force and proceeded to set fire to 
some of the adjacent villages. They were eventually driven off 
by the English and French, not, however, before they had com- 
mitted the most atrocious cruelty on the defenceless inhabitants. 
‘The saddest part of the story has yet to be related. Messrs. 
Parker and J. L, Holmes, American missionaries, rode out into 
the country to hold a parley with the Rebels, and were by them 
brutally tortured and then murdered. Fortunately Mr. Consul 
Morrison had brought in to Yentai the children and female 
members of their families the night before. Both these mis- 
sionaries have widows, but Holmes’ brother, who jwas coming 
overland from Tien-tsin, heard that two white men had been 
killed by the Rebels, and on his arrival he wont out with a 
party of foreigners and recovered the bodics, All trade is for 
a time at astand-still. 

The following items serve to show the activity in shipping 
movements at this place :-— 

The French Admiral (Proteh) left Chefoo on 16th October 
in the chartered steamer Feloong for Tientsin. H.IMS. Dryade 
left on 15th for same place. 

The Andromache, Vengeance, French, and the gun-boats Jnso- 
tent and Drake are lying at Chefoo. 

The Prussian frigate Ancona arrived at Chefoo on 15th Oc- 
tober with the Ambassador on board and started for Japan the 
same night. 

H.M/s transport Hesper, with a gun-boat and two water-boats 
in tow arrived on 17th Oct. 

There are about scventy merchant vessels loading peas and 
beans, &e., from junks in Chefoo. 


F00-CHOW-FOO, 

The French Minister at Peking has appointed Mr, M. A. Mac- 
leod, of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., the Vice-Consul 
for France at Foo-Chow. 

FORMOSA, 

It appears that the port of Tai-wan, named in the treaty for 
our trade with Formosa, has no harbour nearer than Takow, 
about 30 miles distant. It is rumoured that Mr. Swinhoe, the 
British Consul, who has been duly installed there, will be shorily 
transferred to Tam-sui, which has a good harbour, and is @ place 
of considerable trade, 
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HANKOW. 

The Imperial cause is stated to be gaining ground, and it is 
confidently anticipated that in a few months Hankow will be 
theemporium of a very large trade “in consequence of the 
gradual dispersion of the Rebels, and the opening of several 
large and important towns between that city and Nanking.” 

HONG KONG. 

The French troops which have evacuated Canton proceed to 
Cochin China. 

HAMS. Simoom was to leave on the 10th for England with 
the 60th Rifles. The Urgent and Vulcan had arrived with part 
of the garrison from Tien-tsin. 

The scheme of Sir John Bowring for establishing public gar- 
dens at Hong Kong is about to be carried out by Sir Hercules 
Robinson. In the Government Gazette of the 12th Oct. a 
notification was published, appointing Messrs. Chas. St. George 
Cleverly, J. J. Mackenzie, and W. Walkinshaw, a garden com- 
mittee. The ground fixed upon by Sir John was that in front 
and to the eastward of the Albany, and extending across the 
ravine in rear of Murray Barracks. A practical gardener and 
botanist from Australia has been engaged to superintend the 
work. The proposal to establish Turkish baths for the use of 
the colony has also been mooted. 

Major Brabazon, who proceeded to Peking for the purpose of 
ascertaining the fate of his son, Captain Brabazon, who was 
said to be murdered by the Chinese during the last campaign, 
is a passenger by the present mail. We fear that his journey 

thas proved, so far as his immediate object is concerned, quite 
fruitless. 

The Hon. Mr, Anson Burlingame, the American Minister to 
China, arrived at Hong Kong on the 24th Oct,, en route for 
Peking. ° 

On the subject of the Kowloong cession the China Mail 
writes as follows :— 

“The decision about the Kowloong claims is nowknown, The authori- 
ties at home had, very properly, no hesitation in giving the first claim to 
the army, the next to the navy, and what remains to the colony. They 
took the correct view of the matter and said that the place was acquired 
for strategic purposes, and that no intention was ever likely to exist of 
otherwise devoting it. The small brain of a certain colonial functionary 
may not be able to foresee the requirements of English policy in the Far 
East for more than a few years, but those who view affairs from a higher 
platform know that very many years must elapse before this colony can ask 
the military to go to the wall.” 

Mr. S. Odell has joined the firm of Deacon and Co., of Hong 
Kong, and Mr. Albert Deacon's interest ceased on the 31st 
March. 

“The interest and responsibilityJof Mr. Frank do Silver 
in our firm ceased on the 16th of March last, and that of Mr. 
George P. de Silver on the 15th inst. Mr. T. D. Tillinghurt 
is authorised to sign our firm per procuration, and will manage 
the affairs of the same in China. Mr. Chas. de Silver, jun., was 
admitted a partner in our firm on the 15th inst. Signed, De 

-Silver and Co. Hong Kong, 30th Oct., 1861.” 

Mr. A, N. Shearer has been admitted a partner in the firm 
of Howard and Co, of Shanghai, and Mr. F. Jenkins will sign 
the firm by procuration. 

Mr. Caldwell has published a letterin the China Mail, which 
the editor recommends the Governor and Chief Justice not 
to read. 

A fire occurred on the premiscs of Mrs. Hurst's millinery 

establishment, and great bungling occurred in the efforts to ex- 
tinguish it. Tho soldiers and sailors who assisted, of course, 
got drunk first, and then went in fora smash. In addition to 
the heavy loss sustained by Mrs. Hurst, and which her insurance 
will not indemnify, Mr. Petter, the photographer, has lost his 
all—some $6,000 worth of apparatus and material, and is much 
sto be pitied, for, having only moved in to the premises a day 
or tivo before, he had not had time to effect an insurance. By 
the assistance of several amateurs, however, who have, with 
great liberality, placed their stocks of chomicals, &., at his dis- 
posal, he intends to resume business as soon as he can find 
suitable premises, aud we hope will be well patronised. Mr. 
Woodruft’s loss is estimated at $1,500 or $1,800 ; but we pre- 
sume that will be covered by the insurance. We fancy the in- 
surance offices will put a heavy premium on “ milinery” for the 
fature, seeing that all the shops in the place have in the last 
two years been burut out, 
. Arrangements are being¥comploted for obtaining the next 
year's supply of ice from Tien-tsin, instead of paying a heavy 
freight on the quantity shipped in the United States, and 
losing fully half of it during the passage. A small freight will 
be paid from the Peiho, and, as the passage can be made in ten 
days, the quantity lost on the way will be trifling. 











Actions have been entered by Messrs. Walker, Borradaile and 
Co., against the owners of the British ship Childe Harold for 
$4,527, by Messrs, Bourno and Co. for $1,870, and by 8. P, 
Hall for $11,320. The editor of the Daily Press, who has 
seen Canton under all circumstances, says :—* There appears 
some prospect of old Canton partially recovering itself, al- 
though the Custom-house is a great drawback. We do not 
think much of the Shamecn site though. There are many 
houses to be let at Honam, and we should say that the pro- 
perty-holders there will prove powerful opponents to the pro- 
gress of Shameen ; because, should foreigners quit Honam, the 
property there will be valueless, to avert which the proprietors 
will surely improve it and make it fully adapted to the require- 
ments of the port, and thus indispose foreigners from ex- 
pending large sums in building at Shameen, Still we hardly 
see how Canton, with that wretched Custom-house, can com- 
pete with Hong Kong until its capacity for the consumption of 
imports shall become greatly enhanced. 

The following notification appears in the Gazette :—“The Hon, 
William Thomas Mercer, Esq., Colonial Secretary, having ob- 
tained six months’ leave of absence from the colony, His Ex. 
cellency the Governor has been pleased to appoint William 
Hastings Alexander, Esq, to be Acting Colonial Secretary, 
Charles May, Esq., Acting Chief Magistrate, and Julius Charles 
Power, Esq., Acting Assistant Magistrate of Police, Sheriff, and 
Coroner, till further orders.” 

A severe typhoon has again been committing ravages in the 
China Sea, off the south end of Formosa, about 19th October. 
A list of shipping casualties will be found in! our shipping 
columns. 

Mr. Harry S. Parkes, who was on the point of leaving for 
England after the evacuation of Canton, has been unexpectedly 
ordered to proceed to Shanghai, in consequence of the approach 
of the Rebels to that settlement. 

Mr. John Dent, head of the firm of Dent and Co., takes 
his departure for England, after a residence of twenty years 
in China. 

His Excellency the Governor has been pleased to appoint 
Dr. John Ivor Murray to be Chairman of the Committee of 
the International Exhibition, 1862, in the room of the Hon. 
W. T. Mercer, Esq., absent on leave. ; 


CANTON. 
The property of the London Missionary Society at Pok-loe has 
been imperilled. It is stated by a Native reporter that on the 11th 
Oct. a band of men entered the chapel and arrested the Evange- 
list Chae, intending to put him to death. The magistrate en- 
deavoured to obtain his release, but So, the leader of the band, 
refused. The Prefect then determined to arrest So, but the man 
collected a number of followers and determined to arrest the 
magistrate. This, however, he failed in doing, but he placed 
the magistrate’s family in durance vile, and hoised a Rebel flag. 
For the rest of the story, and some editorial intelligence about 
Pok-loe, we extract the following from the Friend of China :— 
“ The trouble at Pok-loe has been satisfactorily settled, and the agents 
of the London Missionary Society firmly seated in the house which the 
disaffected threatened to pull down. This result is due in chief to the 
promptitude and address of the Rev. Dr. Legge, who, accompanied by a 
ard supplied by the Governor-General, left Canton, and on arrival found 
that his announced advent had had the effect of making the refractory 
elders more willing to come to terms. The difficulty originated, it tran- 
spired, on secular rather than on spiritual motives; one rapacious in- 
dividual of the community being desirous of getting some kind of hold on 
the property. After some negotiation, Dr. ge was at last successful 
in charming all parties into a good humour, and before he left had quite 
‘an ovation, the occurrence being taken advantage of to give the elders a 


few lessons in Christian doctrine. aa 
%. As before stated in these columns the way in which Christianity was 
planted at Pok-loe. inthe heart of the province of Kwang-tung, is deserving 
of more than a passing remark, Chae, after being baptised by Dr. Legge 
in Hong Kong, proceeded to his native village, where, imbued with an 
enthusiasm which sober people will term fanatical, he was wont to walk 
the streets with placards on his back and botom—calling on those who 
saw him to tum from their sins and idolatry, and become Christians. 
Wild though this may a] pear, it had its effect on his pelghbours, and 
when Mr, Chalmers, at Chae’s request, afterwards went to Pok-loe, he 
found some scores more or less imbued with knowledge of Christian doc 
trine, Whilst Dr. Legge was in England, the native Christians in Hong 
Kong seeing the good which Chae was doing, agreed among themselves 
to provide him with a salary of five dollars a month, which sum he receives 
regularly from them, thus Afording an answer to the allogation often made 
that Chinese are too cold-hearted to espouse a foreign doctrine and sup 
port its teachers from their own purses.” 


The British West Indian Emigration Agency have engaged 
the Agra for Demarara, and have three hundred emigrants ready 
to embark on the first despatch of the season. In another 
column it will be observed that the total number ordered is 
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3,100. ‘The Customs authorities are in future to do the duty 
heretofore performed by the Allied Commissioners, in regulat- 
ing with the Consuls the arrangement for inspection, embarka- 
tion, &e. 








COCHIN CHINA, 
SAIGON. 


The French authorities at Saigon have recently promulgated 
aaseries of regulations for the Chinese population in Cochin 
China. The following are someof the principal provisions of these 
regulations :—“The Chinese residing on French territory, in 
Cochin China or arriving there, are to group themselves in clans 
or Kongaies, there being as many of such Kongsies as there are 
distinct clans or sehs in each of the principal centres of the 
Chinese population. Each clan or Kongsie isto be under a 
chief or headman, elected by the influential members of it, sub- 
ject, of course, to confirmation by the civil authorities. No 
Chinese can reside in the French territory without a permit of 
residence from the Director of Native Affairs, and none cap 
leave without a passport. Every Chinaman must be enrolled 
in a konggsie, and those who refuse to join, or who shall be re- 
fused permission to enter, or who shall be expelled from, a clan 
or kongsie will be immediately removed from the French terri- 
tory. Minor offences are to be adjudicated by the chiefs of 
Kongsies, while the graver crimes will be tried by the French 
Courts, the chiefs of Kongsies assisting as assessors.” 

The latest news is to the 29th October. 

The French man-of-war transport Rhone sailed from Saigon 
on the 22nd, and reached Singapore on the 29th, having on 
board 475 invalids, on their way to Suez for France. 

Reinforcements were expected from Canton, but there is no- 
thing to confirm the telegrams which appeared yesterday in the 
daily papers that hostilities were to be resumed at Saigon. 

The captain of the French ship Osiris, has, it seems, for 
want of ballast, actually paid a bonus, or gratification, of $100 
to the charterers of his vessel for the privilege of taking a 
cargo of rice. This he has done in preference to paying some 
$300 or $400 dollars for ballast, which has been and still 
continues so difficult to be there procured, that many vessels 
have beep detained months at Saigon on this account, This 
has become a serious drawback to the commerce of the place. 


SIAM. 
BANGKOK. 

Several improvements have been made lately at Bangkok. 
Land having been granted free by His Majesty the First King 
@ church is now in process of erection, A public road has also 
been commenced, which will be completed at the sole expense 
of the Siamese Government, The King of Siam has also agreed 
to erect a Lighthouse on cach side of the river's mouth. 

The Siamese appear to have imbibed a passion for ship- 
building, and at the present time several steamers and gunboats 
are being built under the superintendance of a European, 

There has been little business doing in produce, The recent 
advices from China regarding rice have been unfavourable, and 
buyers are restricting their operations in that article considera- 
dle. Tonnage is in less demand. Money continues scarce, 


a BORNEO. 

By the last accounts from Sarawak we learn that Captain 
Brooke had been visiting Bintulu, and the other places recently 
placed under the jurisdiction of Sarawak, and that everywhere 
the inhabitants were rejoicing at the change of government, 
and preparing to visit Muku, Sarawak, &, for trading pur- 
poses. The only person likely to give trouble was the veteran 
pirate Rentaub, who, perched on the top of a mountain strongly 
fortified, has hitherto set at defiance all attempts to bring him 
to submission, Means, however, are being adopted which will 

» Probably overcome his resistance, and by his fall the complete 
control of the dependent territory belonging to Sarawak will 
be assured. 


JAVA, 


BAVAVIA, 
‘The Straits Times states that “thefts, robberies, housebreak- 
‘ng, and murders, are now ripe in Batavia,” 
Preparations were making to receive the new Guovernor- 
general, but of their character we are not informed. 








The stews has reached Banjermassing that Demang Lehman, 
one of Antasari’s chiefs, had given himself up with thirty 
followers. A correspondent of the Java Bode, sarcastically 
remarks that it took three years to subdue Master Lehman and. 
it will take six more to catch Antasari, 

From Banjermassing an expedition consisting of 200 bayo- 
nets, one howitzer andtwo mortars, under Captain Van Vioten, 
had started to beat up the quarters of Antasari. The rebel 
stockades at Roumanio on the Kuran river were destroyed by 
this force. The stockades were very strong and held by about, 
150 men who offered a determined resistance. The Dutch 
troops had 21 killed by musket balls and 17 wounded by ranjus, 
Amongst the killed was Lieut. van der Hoek, of the artillery. 
The loss of the enemy was also considerable. The further 
proceedings of the expedition had not been reported. 

The Javasche Courant reports that the pirate Aboe, one of 
the principal followers of Pa Ranti, who had formerly been 
caught, but who, after having been convicted in November 
1861, had escaped from Banjermassing, has been again caught. 

The Launceston, Captain W. H. Hayes, has put back from 
sea leaky. 

The Java Courant contains a review of the trade and navi- 
gation of Java and Madura during 1860. 


MALACCA STRAITS, 
BINGAPORE. 

The present Post Office is shortly to be pulled down to make 
way for the building of a new Court House. The plans have 
been completed, and the building will be on a very magnificent 
scale, 

A quantity of gunpowder has been seized on board the Sagof” 
and brought back to harbour, the powder having been entered 
upon the ship’s manifest simply as merchandise, 

From Timor advices have been received that the revolt of 
the natives against the Portuguese Government on that island 
had been completely put down, and that the rebel chiefs had 
made submission, 

His Prussian Majesty’s steam frigate Thetis, Captain Jach- 
mann, proceeded to Bangkok on the 5th current. 

Another tea ship bas put into Singapore in distress, being 
the Danish brig Ceres, which left Foo-Chow on the 26th August, 
with a cargo of tea bound to Melbourne. 


PENANG. 
The Penang Gazette says :— 

“« There can be no doubt whatever about the exceeding richness of the 
tin deposits on the opposite coast of the Malay Peninsula, more especially 
in the territory of Pera, where, indeed, the deposits seem to be practicall; 
inexbaustible. ‘The ore is found in the form of fine gravel. deposited in 
a thin layer over extensive tracts of country, and usually only afew feet 
under the surface of the soil. The process of mining is, therefore, ex. 
ceedingly simple, and is carried on almost exclusively by Chinese. Large 
pits are made by removing the surface soil until the layer of ore is reached, 
and this is carried to a neighbouring parit or watercourse, where the ore is 
washed, and it is then ready for the smelting process. ‘The implements 
employed are the chungkof or native hoe, baskets for removing the ore, 
buckets for baling the water from the pits when flooded, and dulangs or 
wooden trays for washing the ore. Nor is any particular still required up 
to this point either on of the labourers or overseers. The ore is 
now transferred to the Towkay of the smelting department, generally an old 
hand, and always a leading member of one of the Chinese Secret Societies. 
‘The furnaces are of a very primitive character, although the cost of erec- 
tion is great, the material having generally to be carried overland for many 
miles on men’s backs through swamp and jungle. The Chinese box- 
bellows supplies the wind necessary to raise the heat to the smelting point ; 
and as the ore is placed in the furnaces in its crude state without any at- 
tempt to reduce it to powder, it will readily be conceived that a great loss 
maust be sustained, which, indeed, hasbeen estimated to amount sometimes. 
to nearly 50 per cent.”

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA—EXPORTS. 

Tea.—Suancuiat.—Black: Arrivals from Hankow have been con- 
siderable, and a large business on this market is reported. The desire of 
some of the holders to realise and get their accounts closed up, together 
with depressing advices by the 10th August mail, has had the effect of 
causing another decline of fully Tis. 2.on medium and lower qualities. 
Fine kinds still remain very scarce; one or two settlements have been 
made at rates fully up to previous quotations. Settlements and shipments 
for the fortnight amount to 15,600 chests, making a total to date of 95.860 
chests against 30.500 chests at same period last seaton. Stocks, 12 000 
chests Oopack and Oonhams, 1,000 chests Hoochows, and 15,000 chests 
Old Common tea, There has been a fair business in Flowery Pekoes at 
about previous rates. Stocks are now reduced to 200 chests Old. 
Greens: There have been large transactions in this description sete 
tlements for the two past weeks amount to 14,700 half-chests China and 
1,400 half-chests Japan, making to date 57,090 halfchests against 32,900 
halfchests respectively last season. Prices are decidedly firmer, expe- 
cially in lower qualities, for which a goot demand for Canada and 
America has existed. Stocks here are 10,000 half-chests Pingsuey, 4,300 
hali-chests Fychows, 2,300 half-chests Hoochow, and 1,100 half-chests 
Japan kinds, 


Foo-cHow.—Buyers for England continue unwilling purchasers, ‘The 
American firms have entered the market for Oolong, but exhibit great 
caution, and consequently there is a total absence of the usual competi- 
tion. The teamen continue very firm indeed, but in the face of the 
steadiness of foreigners prices have yielded ashade, and close with a 
downward tendency, especially for the common descriptions. ‘The total 
arrivals of Congou for the season amount to 406,000 chests, against 
420,000 chests at same time last season, Considerable purchases coutinue 
to be made for Au-tralia, which tend to keep up rates. Scented Teas, 
4,000 boxes at 25 to 26 taels for mid. to fine. ‘The unsold stock 
upon the market is estimated at 140,000 chests Congou, 1,000 chests 
Souchong. 60,000 half-chests Oolong, 3,000 chests Flowery Pekoe, and 
a few thousand boxes ot Scented Teas in various stages of manipulation. 


Axoy.—Two vessels have been despatched for New York. The settle- 

ments of the fortnight have been small and are reported as uniler (short 
price) :—Oolong, 4.500 packages at €154 to €22; Ankoi, 150 balf-chests 
at 10; Congou, 500 half. 24 to $17; Orange Pekoe, 500 
half-chests at $134; Caper, 200 boxes at $12, The unsold stock upon 
the market is stated at 13,000 packages Ovlong, 8.000 packages Congou, 
500 packages Orange Pekoe, and 2,000 boxes Caper. 
Canton. —The market was dull during the carly part of the fortnight, 
and prices for Congous gave way about one tacl for the middling classes 
and half a tail for the fine teas. The assortment of Congous on this 
market, though small, contains a much larger proportion of the better 
description than any of the other markets. On the receipt of the news 
therefore by the London mail of 16ih Sept., buyers entered the market 
and did business at the above named reduction. "In Canton-made Greens 
a large business has been done both for London and New York at slightly 
advanced rates. _In scented ‘Tea little has been done and rates have fallen 
fully one tael. The following are the settlements of the fortnigh 
Cougou, 18 chops Oonams and Oopacks at 25 to 27), taels for the former, 
and 28 to 30! tavls for the latter. Scented teas, 2,313 boxes Or. Pekoe at 
26 to 29 tacls, and 3.000 boxes Caper at 16 to 24 tacls, Canton greens, 
8,000 boxes Gunpowder at 17 to 28 tacle; 200 boxes Linperial at 2) tacls 5 
2,000 hf. ch. and 6,000 boxes Young Hyson at 10} to 18 taels; 200 ch. 
400 bf. ch., and 1,000 boxes Hyson Skin at 12 to 14 tacls. 


Raw Sitx.—SHanoita1.—Notwithstanding the gloomy accounts from 
Europe by the 26th August Mail, a very large business hus been done, 
principally, however, in barter for imports. ‘The dealers eubmitted to a 
reduction of about Tis. 10 per picul on last quotations, and this has led to 
the settlement of some 5,000 bales during the fortnight, principally of me- 
cium and inferior silks, which are relatively the cheapest. The export 
dompares unfavourably with last season’s but it is nearly identical with that 
of the previous year. Considerable discrepancy is. shown in the estimate 
of stocks, and opinions vary between 18,000 bales as the lowest, and 
80,000 bales as the highest estimate. Probably the medium of 25,000 bales 
is not far from the mark. Japan and Ningpo have contributed 
largely to the supply, and receipts from the interior show litle sign of 
decrease.

CASUALTIES. 

A severe typhoon has again been encountered by several vessels in the 
China Sea, of the south end of Formosa, about 19th Oct., of which 
they all give the same account. The following is the Zingara's report:— 
Sailed from Hong Kong 24th Sept. bound to Shanghai, and on the 
&th Oct. encountered a very heavy typhoon, blowing from 8 4.™. to 
6 p.m. with terrific violence, during which time she lost all her masts, 
sails, rudder-head, and the quarter boat, which was blown to pieces. The 
ship had also made a good deal of water, which they succeeded in freeing 
her of, and anchored at Hong Kong on the 25th Oct. 

The W. H. Chandler, trom Hong Kong, on the 8th Oct., bound to 
Swatow, met with very heavy weather as far as 15 degrees N., when her 
decks were swept, and they had just time to get the boats out when the 
vessel disappeared. H.M.S. Simoom picked them up after being 
welve hours in the boat, 

‘The Albis has been lost on the Amherst Rocks, and the Coromandel 
«rescued one man from the top of the galley two days after the wreck. 

The crew of the Norma have been traced to the St. Augusta Island, 
where they had left a record stating that they left there on the 17th Au- 
gust for the Pellew Islands, 

Thirty one Japanese have been picked up in a small boat, by the 
Laertes, in which they had been driven off the coast by a heavy gale. 

The Benjamin, reported as having been wrecked near Wanchew Bay, 
we are happy to say is incorrect, she having safely anchored at Shanghai, 
and is now disclurging her care. 

‘The Morning Star, when in the typhoon (in which she lost her sails 
and boats), observed a Danish ship, of about GLO tons, go on shore, which 
was taken possession of by the natives. 

The Pacific, bound to Shanghai, was totally lost on the 13th of Oc- 
tober, in the harbour of Kielung. ‘There were only two men saved, 

‘The Agnes went on shore on the 16th Oct, and became a total wreck, 
All hands were saved, but they were obliged to ransom themselves before 

would allow them to go to Chefoo. 

Several other vessels were more or less damaged with the typhoon ; 
amongst which were, Maric, loss of sails, boats, and one man ; Jane, sails 
and boats, and Margaret Mitchell. . 

The St. George reports having passed forty-three dead bodies (Chinese) 
off Chimini Bay, and that 200 fishing-boats had been lost, 

‘The Hamburg barque Hendrik left Tien-tsin on the 15th of August, 
bound south, and has not since been heard of. Mr. William Allanson, 
‘of Macao, left Tien-tsin in the Hendrik.

kidnapped from the homes they love and revere. We say that as figures 
cannot lie without detection, so does this Demarara Emigration scheme 
Prove the appalling fact, that all the coolie tragedies which have excited 
our indignation —the revolt of the victims in the vain hope of obtaining 
their liberty, the unheard-of and unaccountable mortality on the voyage, 
have simply resulted from kidnapping | 

Are we saying one word too much? Need we go through the thrice- 
told tale of the coolie horrors which have for years disfigured foreign re- 
lations with China? We are sure that every one of our readers will ad- 
mit that side of the case without a recapitulation of all that is revolting 
and tragical. What is the other side? Why, the Demarara agent in two 
seasons sends about six thousand coolies—the mortality on the voyage is 
Jess so far than half of one per cent., and not a single tragedy or attempt to 
revolt has ever di d bis records. He employed bill stickers instead 
‘of man stealers, and on arriving at Demarara the cookie was fairly placed 
upon the labour market, and, not as at Cuba, brought to the hammer. 

ree things are conclusively proved—one, that Chinese coolies can be 
had by fait means if the bona tentions of the parties engaging them 
be reliable. Another, that satisfactory labour can be performed by them 
Yn the West Indies—that is to say, service for wages, satisfactory to em- 
ployer and employé. And finally, that the horrors of the coolie trade 
are attributable to the crimes of foreigners, 

‘What the end of this movement will be it were futile to predict. 
‘That that great desideratum, labour, bas been found fur our West Indian 
peace ions is certain, but it is not the labour of the volatile negro, of the 

No, it 
is the labour of an astute, athletic, vigilant race, whose intelligence and 
nationality make them dominant over all Asiatics ; whose frugality, greed, 
and powers of endurance stamp them as traders par excellence from theit 




















cradles. Such a race becoming legion, as they soon must in the West 
Indien under such mild) equal and firm laws as ours cerinly aro, will 
surely soon despoil the voluptuous creole. They will, they must, soon 
attain a status in the Spanish Main, which will materially alter the exist 
ing posture of affain, They will treble the value of our West India 
Possessions; they will drive slave labour off the ficld, and they will open 
the Continent of South America to trade, as sure as they opened the 
Eastern: Archipelago. 


THE CASE OF MR. MOSS IN JAPAN, 


WE have received the copy of a notification issued by Mr. 
Alcock, our Minister in Japan, in reference to the case of Mr. 
Moss, which we publish. Our readers will remember that the 
decision of the Foreign Secretary on Mr. Moss’ case, viz., that 
the fine imposed on him should be remitted, and that he should 
be invited back to Japan, was transmitted to Mr. Aucock. No 
doubt it was unwelcome to that gentleman to have his decision so 
unceremoniously reversed, but having committed a great injus- 
tice to Mr. Moss, it doesnot improve his case to repeat these acts. 
It appears that {the instructions of Earl Russet, instead of 
being promptly intimated to Mr. Moss from the Embassy, 
were garbled into a despatch to Capt. Vxse, the Consul at Kana- 
gawa. The intention was, of course, to save our Minister from 
himscif eating the leek thrust on him from head-quarters, from 
which many a good official has received a similar unpleasant 
rebuff. The worst feature of the case has, however, to be no- 
ticed, and that is, that Capt. Vyse has not acted on the instrac- 
tions, but, like his superiors, has acted on his own discretion. 
Up to the time of the mail leaving Hong Kong Mr. Moss had 
not received any instructions from Capt. Vyse, and in addition 
to this piece of injustice, Mr. Moss is also suffering from the 
unreasonable postponement of the trial of his action against 
Mr, Atcock, having been kept six months for this purpose in 
Hong Kong, and, of course, his expenses will have now to be 
added to the damages already claimed in the action. 

The following is the despatch alluded to :— 


“ Her Majesty's Legation, Yedo, August 28, 1861. 

« Sm,—The proceedings against Mr. Moss, under the indictment of the 
12th of December, 1860, having been considered by her Majesty's Prin- 
cipal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs in communication with the 
law officers of the Crown, it appears that the conviction was illegal from 
certain defects in the procedure, and cannot, therefore, be legally enforced. 
T have to instruct you under the circumstances to apprise Mr. Mon, who, 
I believe, is now in Hong Kong, that, so faras the proceedings against him 
under the said indictment are concemed, there exists no impediment to 
his return to Japan; andthat the fine of a thousand dollars will be at once 
remitted to such person as he may duly authorise to receive the same in 
his name, 

« At the same time that you take this step, I think it desirable—to pre- 
vent misapprehension on the subject, which could not fail to be mischiev= 
ous in its effects to the persons who might be misled by any supposition of 
impunity for offences committed in Japan—to state that the failure of jus- 
tice in this case has been mainly the result of inadvertence on the part of 
Her Majesty's Consuls in giving effect to the provisions of the 4th and 
5th section of the Order in Council of January $5, 1860, which empowers 
them with the approval of the Consul-General to make and enforce, by 
fine and imprisonment, rules and regulations for the observance of the 
stipulations of treaties, and for the peece, order, and good government of 
Her Majesty's subjects being within the dominio: he Tycoon of Japan. 

“T take some blame to myself for this omission, since it was my duty to 
see all necessary provision was made for these essential objects; as also 
full blame for t deiective reading of the Order in Council, in relation to 
my award on your judgment, 

“ The power conferredupon Her Majesty's Consuls under those sections 
dught undoubtedly to have been exercised ; andthe Rules and Regulations 
might very properly have included a prohibition against shooting, earrying 
fire-arms on the person, otherwise thaa for self delence, and other danger- 
ous violations of the municipal law of Japan, provided that such law be not 
in itself unjust or unreasonable. 

« It only remains now to supply this deficiency, and prevent further mis- 
chief in the same direction. It is the more imperative since the correspon- 
dence between the British residents at Yokohama and yourself, arising 
out of the affair of Mr. Moss proves, in the opinion of Her Majesty's Prin- 
cipal Secretary of State for Foreign Affuirs, « the necessity of a well-con- 
sidered code of rules and regulations by which a breach of such Japanese 
laws and as are reasonable in themselves should be made 
punishable to a moderate extent, and in express and legal terms by the 
consul. 

“You will accordingly proceed at once to frame such regulations as 
upon full consideration, may appear to be required, and submit the same 
to me for approval, to be subsequently published and made effective in the 
manner provided by the Order in Council, with as little delay as possible. 
Until such a code ‘is published, mere breaches of Japanese laws and cus- 
toms, however calculated to produce collisions and mischief, will not be 
pso facto offences for which British subjects can be punished; and no 
mere notification or prohibition of a consul can render them so. When 
these rules and regulations have been duly ‘ramed, I will then come to 
some understanding with the Japanese Governments to the circumstances 
under which British subjects shall be held liable to arrest by Japanese offi- 
cials, for what specific offences, and in what manner this power may be 
exercised. 

“Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, in a 
recent despatch on this subject, makes the following remarks :— 
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“The growing importance of British trade with Japan render it of 
‘the utmost consequence that every precaution warranted by law should be 
taken to prevent, or to punish, any act on the part of British subjects which 
may threaten to alienate the good-will of the inhabitants of the country, to 
excite the animosity of the authorities, and to disturb the amicable relations 
which it is so much the interest of all parties to maintain unimpaired.’ 

‘Tt is important that this conclusion of his lordship should be generally 
known, and you are at liberty, therefore, to make this despatch public, for 
the information and guidance of all under yourjurisdiction.

CHINESE POLITICS. 

In tho Zimes of yesterday (Dec. 13) appeared the following 
communication “from a correspondent very well versed in the 
subject he discusses” :— 

“ The last mail may have taken tome, but Iam not sure, the news that 
the Emperor had named his only son, Tsai-C’hun, heir apparentito the 
throne, and had given him a council of seven or eight nobles and Minis- 
ters to assist him in the administration, the child being at this moment but 
some five or six years of age. The inclusion of three of those who were 
known to} be his prime favourites, and reputed this worst advicers in 
what seemed a council of regency, created no little alarm among our Chi- 
nese gossips, who are wont to attribute to one of these men, named 
Susbun, all the immorality with which the Emperor's private life has been 
charged, and much of the maladministration for which his reign has been 
unhappily remarkable. For foreign affairs it did not look well either that 
the Prince of Kung, the Emperor's nearest brother, the chief of the new 
Foreign-office, and since the Emperor's flight last autumn his representa 
tive in Peking, should have been left outof this powerful committee; and 
the circumstance was evidently regarded as ominous even by natives in- 
terested more about the domestic condition of China than her external re- 
lations. The last news from Peking, however, was more favourable. It 
Would seem that the actual Regent, the voice that istues the decrees which 
the Administrative Council reverently receives, is the Empress proper of the 
late sovereign, who, like the mother ofthe present, has by decree of the Im. 
perial bantling, been elevated to the dignity of Empress Dowager : but, 
as wife of the monarch, takes precedence of the new rulers mother, who 
was but one of the many ladies of the harem. Report speaks well of the 
character and abilities of both. To the Regent, it is reported, the Prince 
of Kung addressed himself for permission to visit Zehol, which is still the 
seat of the Court, being mored to this step by a rumour that the Opposi- 
tion were endeavouring to instil into the Regent's mind a suspicion that 
the presence of foreigners, whose numbers they were magnifying, in Peking 
might render it unsafe for her to return thither, otherwise it had been ex. 
pected that, according to one of the earlier formal decrees, the coffin of 
the late Emperor would have been accompanied to the capital by his son 
a few days after his accession. Whether this be true or not the Prince of 
Kung has without doubt started for Zehol, and, as to have gone at all, he 
must have obtained the Regent's permission to quit his post, his proceed. 
ing must be held to promise good rather than evil. Had the Opposition 
been all-powerful with the Empress, she would not have consented 
fo proposal, the aim of which is to the Chinese mind apparent. 
‘The Prince may not be without secret desire to shift his foreign allairs, 
burden to other less illustrious shoulders, or, at all events, to get shared by 
One or more a responsibility which must be irksome to a young man not 
much ured to business. But there can be no doubt that he, in common 
with nine out of ten of his countrymen, is sincerely anxious to sec the 
Emperor back in the place, his absence from which so much dispirits the 
well-disposed of his subjects. and that at a moment when loyalty in the 
Provinces is by no means a drug in the market. The return of the Em- 
Peror, who is, of course, a most precocious infant, will for certain do much 
good in Peking and the provinces. 

“ Much about the time the new reign was commencing, one of the Im- 
Perialist armies, operating against rebels up the Yang-tse-Kianz, has con- 
trived to retake Nganking, the capital of Nganhwui, and Wuhu, lower 
down the river, in the sme province. Both are places of much im. 
Portance, and have been in rebel hands since the first descent of the Tai- 
Pings in 1853, It is too soon to pronounce whether their recapture is 
due to unusual energy on the part of the Government. or to a deliberate 
Purpose, or the want of one, on the part of the Rebels. ‘They may be 
simply serambling away to the centre of a new circle of depredations, 
Any way, if Government can hold these cities, it will improve its position 
on the Yang.tse much, and cannot fail to spare our trade a certain amount 
of complication,” 






























THE FAR EAST AT THE EXHIBITION. 


From a paper by Mr, P. L. Simmonds, read on the 27th ult. 
at the Society of Arts, we extract tho following notice of the 
Far East :— 


“ Passing eastward, we find that Siam has been opened up to British 
trade since the last Exhibition. Sir John Bowring concluded a new 
English treaty there in 1855, and my friend, Sir Robert. Schomburgh, a 
gentleman distinguished for hia scientific attainments, and his explorations 
in British Guiana, his valuable « History of Barbados,’ and other works, 
has been the Consul-General at Bangkok for the last four years. Sir 
Robert, who was then Consul for the Dominican Republic, sent to the 
Exhibition of 1851 a very interesting collection of products from St. 
Domingo, comprising woods, new starches, vegetable wax, copper, and 
other ores. To show that he still regards with interest these competitive 
Exhibitions, and desires to develope the indigenous resources, and further 
the trade of the countries with which he is ofticially connected, I may 
ne that, in a letter I have received from him, dated Bangkok, Aug. 18, 

ie says : 

“« My Dear Ma. Simmonpa,—I am making a collection of Siamese 
raw produce, tissues, fancy works, &¢., for next year’s Exhibition. Col. 




















Cavenagh, the Governor of Singapore, wrote, wishing me to incorporate 
the Siamese collection with that‘of the Straits Settlements, but I should 
rather like it to be separate. If, therefore, you can keep 8 space open, I 
shall place it under your eare, and shall be glad if you will accept of it 
after the Exhibition is over.’ 

“ The last consular reports of Sir Robert furnish much valuable infor- 
mation as to the trade and resources of that. country, and its products are 
becoming better known in Europe. ‘These embrace rice, sugar, sapan, 
and other dye-woods, dragon's blood, dammer, gamboge, benzoin, stick- 
lac, ground nuts, til seed, cardamoms, fibres. teak, and other useful w 
such as rosewood, satinwood, ebony, and krachi wood, Sir Robert re- 
marks, that a number of woods, the produce of the forests inthe interior, 
might become of importance were their qualities for naval or civil archi- 
tecture, or as woods proper for ornamental purposes, sufficiently known. 
Among others he especially mentions a wood called takieng, which, as far 
as regards size and quality. might become a rival to teak, possessing, more- 
over, the great advantage that it can be easly bent by artificial means. 
He noticed in the king's building-yard a log of this wood, 185 feet long, 
perfectly sound and without a flaw. Most of the ornamental woods of 
Siam are entirely unknown to cabinet makers, although their colour and 
high polish would render them valuable additions to the articles of export. 

“The King of Siam intends sending articles forward. Siam is a rising 
and prosperous State, with which our trade is likely to become more ex- 
tensive, if not direct, at least through, the great eastern entrepot of Singa- 
Pore. It is fast increasing its mercantile marine, and now owns upwards 
of 30,000 tons of shipping, a dozen of the vessels being above 500 tons, 
and 80 of them steamers ; “several of the latter have been built at Siam, 

The Dutch and Spanish Colonies of the Eastem Seas will no doubt be 
duly represented. ‘The Dutch Colonial Government formed a collection 
of objects for Paris in 1855, intended to exhibit the natural products and 
the industry of Java, and the other Duteh islands of the Archipelago. A 
trophy of boxes, barrels, woods, &c., formed the most conspicuous object 
in the Annexe, but it was undescribed, and unlabelled, except as‘ mus- 
ters of various plants.’ A Borneo company, with a capital of £200,000, 
has been recently formed at Amsterdam, to develope the resources of that 
great island. It is under the patronage of the Dutch Government, which 
take one-tenth share in the concern, i 

“ In21851 there were two or three specimens of Japanese products inci- 
dentally shown, consisting of copper, vegetable wax, varnishes, and coarse 
silk: but now that the trade has been opened up with that empire there 
will be a most magnificent collection exhibited. 

The treasures of art, nature, and industry of Japan, will, through the 
efforts of our minister and consuls there, be well displayed, and the col. 
lection be especially rich in large and fine specimens of porcelain, bronzes, 
and lacquer ware, in which the Japanese especially excel, in a way to 
rival the finest works of the same character in Europe. There will slso 
be a good variety ofraw and manufactured commercial products, and Her 
Majesty will doubtless exhibit the Tycoon’s presents, which will serve to 
illustrate Japanese progress in arms, armour, harness, screens, and other 
manufactures, : 

“ Although China will directly, as a forcign State, take no part in the 
Exhibition, yot, indirectly, there will be a very interesting collection of 
Products and manufactures of this industrious nation shown, through the 
Hong Kong Committee, the consular establishments at the northern 
nd by merchants and others at home. Especially will there be 

gnificent trophies of the spoils from the Eraperor's Summer Palace, in 
rich silk hangings, gold and velvet embroidered carpets, bronzes and 
vases, ivory carvings, and such like. 























THE PENINSULAR AND ORIENTAL STEAM 
NAVIGATION COMPANY. 


‘The annual mecting of this company was held on the Srd inst. at the 
offices, Leadenhall-sireet ; Mr. Wilcox, M.P., in the chair, 

Mr. HowELt, the secretary, read the report, which stated that the com- 
pany stood possessed on the 30th of September last of stock in ships, less 
the amount set apart for depreciation, amounting to £2,189,700; also of 
freehold and leaschold property in England, and docks and premises at 
Calcutta, Bombay, and other stations, £122 868 ; and stock of coals, naval 
and vietualling stores, amounting to £430,421 ; also cash at bankers’, 
investments, bills receivable, balances in agents" hands. and debts due to 
the company, 552,631, making the total assets £2 570. The capital 
received from the proprietors amounted to 2,100,000, and on debentures 
to £500,000 ; total capital, £2,600,000. The liabilities of the company, 
in bills payable or otherwise, amounted to £838,943, making the total 
capital and liabilities 2,938,943, showing a surplus of £356,727. This 
surplus was represented by the balance at the credit of the guarantee in= 
surance fund. ‘The gross revenue from freight, passage money, postal 
service contracts, charter money, and other sources, amounted for the 
twelve months ending the 30th of September last to £2,288,289, and the 
expenditure, including interest on debentures, reserves for insurance, wear 
and tear, and depreciation, to £2,131,482, leaving a net profit of #156,857. 
‘To this was added £1,033 from the preceding yer, making a disposable 
sum of £157,890. From this was deducted £143,500 for the dividend 
of 7 per cent. for the year, leaving a balance of £14,390. 

‘The proprietors’ underwriting account showed a balance of £89,941, 
out of which £61,500 was deducted for a payment to the proprietors at the 
rate of 3 per cent., leaving £28,441 to be carried to the guarantee insur- 
ance fund, which would then amount to £256,727. The directors had 
recently accepted tenders for the construction of three new iron steamers 
—namely, two of 1,900 tons each and 400-horse power, and one of about 
2,600 tons and 500-horse power, to replace four ships which had been sold. 
‘The last new ship, the Mooltan, had completed two trips between South- 
ampton and Alexandria, and the result had been such as Jot 
only to justify the expectations held our, but to warrant the “di- 
rectors in the further adoption of the principles introduced in ‘her 
machinery for the purpose of effecting economy in the consumption of 
fuel. The Formosa, Granada, and Shanghai were still under charter to 
the French Government in the East. The Haddington, since her con= 
version to a sailing ship, had added fairly to the general profits of thecom- 
any, and had gained a high characier as a fast and safe cargo-ship in the 
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Bombay trade. She was hed from Southampton on the 19th of 
May hst with new sets of boilers for no less than five of the company’s 
steamers on the Eastern stations, and arrived at Hong Kong in 10] days. 
‘The freight of these boilers in ordinary sailing ships would not have cost 
less than £10,000. Since the last meeting the China mail service was, at 
the request of the Government, restored to its original condition of a fort- 
nightly communication. The two new ships of 1,900 tons referred to 
above were destined at present to reinforce the company's fleet engaged in 
this branch of their operations. The whole postal service between Eng- 
land and India and China was being carried on subject to a termination on 
twelve months notice, either from the Government or the company, the 
original term of the contract having expired. The necessary notice of 
twelve months had not been served on or by the company, and the detailed 
time-table of the operations of the mail service for the year 1862 had just 
been agreed to between the directors and the Postmaster-General. ‘The 
whole service, including that with Australia, had never been worked with 

efficiency and punctuality than during the last twelve months, 
During the past year no casualty creating a charge on the underwriting 
account had occurred to any of the company’s ships; and when it was 
borne in mind that the distance annually traversed by the fleet amounted 
in the aggregate to no less than 1,261,350 miles, and that much of the 
navigation was of a peculiar and intricate character, the shareholders might, 
as underwriters, fairly congratulate themselves on such a result. An in- 
stalment of £5 on the new shares was paid on the Ist of April last—£30 
had consequently been paid on those shares, leaving £20 on esch—in all 
£400,000, available as capital. The sum borrowed on debentures had 
reached its limit of £500,000, and the directors did not experience any 
difficulty in the renewal or re-issue of the bonds as they fell due. The 
commercial operations of the company during the year had been on the 
whole satisfactory ; and while in recent reports the directors had had, in 
advertising to a progressive advance in the receipts, to point with regret to 
& proportionate increase in the expenditure, due chiefly to the enhanced 
Cost of coals, they were enabled in the accounts of the present year, which 
exhibited a slight falling off in the receipts, to show that there Was a more 
than corresponding diminution in the expenditure. They were conse 
quently enabled to recommend the usual dividend of 34 per cont., making, 
with the 34 per cent. already paid, 7 per cent. for the year. ‘The amounts 
payable under the present report would therefore stand as follows :—Divi- 
dend, 3} per cent.; underwriting account, 3 per cent.; in all, 6} per 
cent. ; and these payments would be made, free of Income-tax, in one 
‘warrant, on the 27th of December. 

‘The Cnaiaman, in moving the adoption of the report, said they had 
40 ships on distant stations, some of them having a difficult and intricate 
‘Navigation to perform, not one of which he was happy to sayhad met with 
any casualty during the year. He might also congratulate them on a 
diminution in the cost of coal to distant stations, but they could not rely for 
any length of time on the fluctustions in the shipping market. A diminu- 
‘tion in the consumption of coal had arisen from the general introduction of 
the superheating principle and other mechanical appliances. This had 
been shown conpicuoualy in their last new ship the Mooltan, of 2,600 tons 
burden, having engines of 400-horso power, and, although the proportion 
of power to tonnage was small, it was important that those results were 
obtained, after giving avery satisfactory speed. During the trial trip 
‘those engines consumed rather less than half the usual amount of fuel. 
‘They would readily perceive the importance of a reduction in the con- 
sumption of fuel when he reminded them that they had paid as much as 
£800,000 for fuel in one year. Great credit was due to Messrs. Humphrey, 
‘who built those engines, and also great credit was due to Mr. Allen, one 
of their managing directors, who superintended those improvements, and, 
having been brought up an engineer, he was enabled to do so satisfac. 
torily. He (the chairman) knew the anxiety Mr. Allen felt in having 
‘undertaken a most unnecessary responsibility to benefit the company—he | 
feared a failure, and achieved a success, As to their revenue, there was 
no falling off in the general traffic; the falling off was confined to the 
specie freights, which they all knew were fluctuating items, and de- 
pended on the exchanges. . 

A Suanenotpen seconded the motion for the adoption of the report, 
and said he thought it very satisfactory in every respect. 

Mr. Giippon contended that the directors had not furnished sufficient 
materials in the statement of accounts to enable the proprietors to form a 
sound judgment as to whether the utmost revenue had been obtained, and 
as to whether the expenses were no more than they should be. He wanted 
a variety of details—the average number of passengers per voyage, the 
expenses of each station, the number of men employed in each ship, the 
Cost of maintenance, and so forth. He said the fares charged were higher 
than those of any other company, and recommended a reduction in the 
fares with a view to secure a greater number of passengers. 

Dr. Bearrie thought the report was highly satisfactory. It was very 
gratifying that none of their ships had been lost during the year, and that 
the consumption of fuel had been reduced successfully, as shown by the 
Voyages of the Mooltan to Alexandria and back. The success of this 
‘Operation was entirely due to the exertions of the managing directors, and 
to their engineer, Mr. Humphrey. He believed that about 40,000 tons 
of coal had been saved by these improvements, and when they were more 
extensively adopted in their ficet the sum available for dividend would be 
increased. 

Captain Corrin wished to know whether the Australian route was a 

aying one. 

The Cxatratast said it was, most decidedly. ‘The directors had taken 
care that it should pay them even without traffic. 

Mr. Jones thought the objections of Mr. Gliddon were groundless, as 
the accounts had been on the table in the office several days prior to the 
Meeting for the inspection of the shareholders. He had exercised his 
Privilege, and had obtained all the information he required. 

Mr. Anpexson, one of the managing dircctors, replied to the various 
observations. [fall the details that had been spoken of were to be given 
at a general meeting it would occupy two or three days instead of as many 
hours. The number of passengers by each ship was stated in the news- 
Papers. The operations of the company had been always conducted with 

















the utmost economy consistent with efficiency. ‘The eoals and stores were 


supplied by tender from fifteen or twenty different firms, and the best pro- 
visions were obtained at a moderate rate. Instead of 7 per cent., their 
dividend for the past year was actually 10 per cent. Their fares. were 
quite as low as those of any other steam navigation company. ‘The fares 
of the Peninsular and Oriental were all round at the rate of 3d. per nauti- 
cal mile. The Royal Mail Company charged 3}. per nautical mile, and 
Cunard’s Company 23d. per nautical mile, being only a farthing less than 
their company charged, although Cunard’s Company obtained their coals 
at 14s. per ton, while the Peninsular and Oriental Company had to pay 
five times that amount for distant stations, Cunard's Company found no 
wines, but their company did, 

‘The report was then unanimously adopted, and a dividend at the rate of 
3} per cent. was declared for the six months ending the 30th of September 
last, and 8 per cent. for the year ending at the same date from the insur- 
ance fund, both payable on the 27th inst. 

The retiring directors, Captain W. H. Hall, R.N., and Mr. T. M. 
Weguelin, M.P., were re-elected; and also the retiring auditors, the 
Earl of Leven and Melville, and Mr. A, Mackenzie. 

Mr. Havow, the Deputy-Chairman, stated that there was not a single 
item in the accounts that could not be fully and satisfactorily explained to 
any shareholder. 

The proceedings concluded with a vote of thanks to the chairman and 
directors. 














THE NEW STEAMERS FOR CHINA. 


Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Co.’s steamer Express ‘left Glasgow 
on the 3rd inst, for Hong Kong. She is intended to make the 
voyage under canvas, and is under the command of Captain 
Castilla, Messrs. Gibb and Co.’s steamer, Jin Hee, late Celes- 
tial, Captain Macdonald, will have her trial trip next week, as 
also Messrs. Dorobjee Norojee and Co.’s Wurgis. Messrs. Jar- 
dine’s steamer Reiver will make an extended trial shortly. The 
Cheny Chase is proceeding with her repairs. 

In consequence of the favourable accounts for the employ- 
ment of steamers on the Yang-tze, we hear of offers being made 
for the purchase of suitable steamers to be despatched forth= 
with, 

The China and Japan Steam Company have advertised for a 
commanier for one of their steamers, which will be shortly 
ready to proceed to China.

The Orpheus, 21, screw, Commodore Burnett, C.B., will convoy the 
Melbourne, screw transport, laden with troops, arms, and stores, to the St. 
Lawrence or Halifax. This duty performed, so far as existing orders go, 
the Orpheus will then proceed on to the South Australian station, for 
which she has been fitted as flagship, 

‘An order was received in camp at Aldershot, from His Royal Highness 
the General Commanding-in-Chief, calling upon the division to furnish 
three non-commissioned officers per regiment to proceed to Canada 
forthwith, for the purpose of assisting in the organisation of the Milita in 
that country. 

The Hero, 89, screw, Captain Ryder, at Spithead, has taken her depar- 
ture to join Vice- Admiral Sir Alexander Milne’s squadron on the North 
‘America and West India station. 

‘The Secretary of: State for War, with the concurrence of His Royal 
Highness the General Commanding-in- Chief, has decided that when bat- 
teries belonging to brigades of Royal Artillery serving at home proceed 
abroad they should continue to render their pay-lists to the brigade pay- 
master, who will incorporate them in his quarterly brigade accounts ; or, 
if the station at which the battery is serving be so distant as to cause de- 
lay to the brigade accounts, then the paymaster will render a separate 
quarterly account for such battery. The Secretary of State also directs 
that officers in command of batteries of the 7th and 12th Brigades shall 
send pay-lists in future direct to the War-office, with the exception of 
batteries in China, where there is a special paymaster. The appoint- 
ments of acting paymasters in these brigades will, therefore, ceace. 

‘The Spanish expedition, which is being orgasised at the Havannah, 
destined for Mexico, is to be composed (according to the Constitutional) 
of twelve war vessels, and among them cight of the first class, with Go- 
vernment and merchant transports sufficient to convey the personnel and 
materiel following : 6,000 men of infantry, 300 artillery, 200 engineers, 
150 horses, and three batteries. 

The Cunard steamship Persia has been chartered by Government for 
the conveyauce of reinforcements to Canada. She will sail, along with 
the Australasian, in about four days, The destination of both vessels will 
probably be the Riviere du Loup, or the Island of Bic. 























NAVAL AND MILITARY INVALIDS FROM CHINA. 


The hired transport C. §. Lemon, Capt. Campbell, arrived from Hong 
Kong on the 26th ult, at Spithead, and proceeded to Woolwich. Her 
naval invalids, twenty-eight in number, were landed from her by Govern- 
ment steamer. The military invalids are 190, from various regiments, 
The offivers on board comprise—Mr. Parkes, R.N., Admiralty agent 
Capt. Baldwin, Sist regiment, in military charge; Mr. Lloyd, 67th 
regiment; Quartermaster Ketyles; Dr. Kinahan, 44th Regiment; Mr. 
White, Military Store Department ; and Assistant-Surgeon Mackay, Ist 
Royals, in medical charge, Fourteen deaths occurred on the passage 
home, which hasbeen much retarded owing to a predominance of light 
winds,

THE RETURN OF RAJAH BROOKE. 

Sip James Brooxe has once more returned to England. After 

am early twenty years of arduous labours, of energetic administra- 
tion, of vigorous and courageous policy, the Rajah of SaRawak 
aresigns the staff of office in search of rest and health on his 
maative shores. Sir James Brooke, like all men of strong will 
zaznd earnestness of purpose, like all men who have a single aim 
ix view, and who are heroic enough to over-ride all obstacles 
ix order to obtain t, has gained many warm friends in the 
«course of his career, iand many hearty enemies, In Parliament 
be: has been opposed by some of our ablest members, and the 
frequent paper wars which have merely sufficed to test his 
ametal would have crushed any man with less self-reliance and 
decision of character. 

‘We are no indiscriminate admirers of the Rajah of 
Sarawak. The very virtues which have won him a 
conspicuous place in modern history have sometimes drawn 
Jhimn into unfortunate positions, and led even to the commission 
of serious faults. Nevertheless we do believe, and we are sin- 
cerely glad to say so while giving him an English welcome, that 
¢hroughout his long and varied carcer Sir James BROOKE has 
jnonestly striven to ameliorate the condition of the Dyaks, and at 
the same time to promote the legitimate interests of his country- 

men. Lord Dzrsy once styled Sir James Brooke's government of 
Sarawak e “ half-political, half-cormmercial speculation,” and said 
that what he had done had been for his own purposes and ob- 
jects. These remarks are not just to the character of the 
‘Rajah. A speculation for private ends, however honourable it 
may be, assuredly demands no public recognition. If Sir James 
BROOKE assumed the reins of government at Sarawak to gain a 
osition for himself, and to put money in his purse, we should 
hereby regard him as aclever adventurer ; but no one who reads 
‘what he has written, or knows what he hasdone, can believe that 
a man highly gifted, thoroughly educated, fond of literature, and 
with keen sense uf social enjoyment, would have exiled him- 
self during the best portion of his life from all that makes life 
dear, would have incurred almost constant peril and no small 
amount of obloquy, to gain a precarious income in a semi- 


parbarous country, or to enjoy the petty luxury of chieftainship | 


over 4 miscrable people. Never, surely, did any one choose a 
Jess enviable post, or one which demanded more bodily priva- 
tion and more constant anxiety of mind. “I work,” he 
says in a private letter, “like a galley slave. I 
“fight like a common soldier. The poorest man 
«in England might grumble at my diet. Luxuries I have 
« none, necessaries are often deficient.” Still he resolved that 
no obstacles should daunt him, and that while Gop gave him 
Jife and strength he would never abandon the task he had 
undertaken uutil his efforts were of no further use. Twenty 
years ago this vow was made, and it has been bravely fulfilled. 
In the farewell greeting which Sir James Brooke received 
from the merchants of Singapore, a notice of which appeared 
in our last number, he was told, and told truly, that while 
the position of British interests on the N.E. coast of Borneo 
would have been far different had his measures becn carried 
out in their integrity, yet that he had succeeded in establish- 
ing good government, order, and prosperity in Sarawak and 
its dependencies ; that he had won the affection of his people, 
and had rendered the character of an English gentleman in 
the Far East brilliant and renowned. Such a testimony is 





all the more valuable as coming from Singapore, and we do 
not wonder that Sir James Brooke was gratified by the kindly 
feeling manifested at this meeting. 

At some (let us hope) distant day, when Sir James Baooxe 
shall be gathered to his fathers, the story of his extraordinary 
career may be told more fully and impartially than it can be 
at present. It will read like a tale of old romance rather than 
of modern history, a tale of which a Drake or & FRoRBHER 
might have been the hero, and which deserves a place be~ 
side those marvellous adventures of the Exizasernan era 
which have done so much to extend the name and fame of 
England. Yet to Sir James Brooke's career there attaches 
peculiar interest which scarcely belongs to the doings of the 
brave old heroes whose figures stand out so prominently in 
our British Walhalla, 


OUR POLICY TOWARDS JAPAN. 


Our Foreign-office is evidently perplexed as to the course to 
be adopted by the Government iu relation to Japan. With the 
expedition to Mexico on hand, and the possibility ofa war with 
the United States before them, her Majesty's Ministers may not 
be disposed to regard the Japanese imbroglio as of quite so 
much importance as it naturally assumes in the eyes of those 
of Her Majesty’s subjects who are located, under peril of their 
lives, at Yedo and Yokubama. The dread, too, of another war 
in the Far East, expensive and profitless as it would be likely 
to prove, may well make avy Ministry hesitate before deciding 
on the steps to be taken in consequence of the recent assault, 
on the British Legation. Every one feels that “something ” 
should be done, but nobody ventures to say what we ought to- 
do, for on every side the subject is surrounded with difficulties. 
It would be fatal to our prestige if we were to allow the assault, 
to pass unnoticed ; but thefForeign Secretary is at the same 
time well aware that the conduct of our representatives 
in the “ Land of the Rising Sun” has not been entirely blame- 
less. Mr. [Atcock is a very able man, and in former days 
proved himself a very useful official, but in Japan his natural 
good sense has been overpowered by arrogance and obstinacy. 
Every allowance should be made for a gentleman placed in = 
position so difficult as that which he occupies; but when we 
find him more than once rebuked by the Government which he 
represents, when we see his continual misunderstandings with 
the Japanese, and that he is in even worse favour with his own 
countrymen in Japan, it is only a mild judgment to conclude 
that neither his temper nor his administrative capacity fit him 
for the post which he holds, and from which he has lately had 
the good sense to ask to be relieved. In taking upon himself 
to threaten the Imperial Government with war, upon insuffi- 
cient grounds, and without any authority for so doing, Mr. AI- 
cock placed himself in an awkward and undignified position. 
In lecturing the English merchants at Yokuhama in very 
lengthy and oppressive circulars, which would have come more 
fittingly from a college professor than from a diplomatist, he 
showed a want of that tact Which is absolutely necessary to 
success in the service to which he belongs. There may be & 
difference of opinion as to whether he was right or wrong in 
leaving Yedo on the occasion of the murder of Mr. HEUSKEN ; 
but it is undeniable that if he was right in leaving he was 
wrong in going back, when there was no real change in the po- 
sition of affairs ; and that if he was right in going back he was 
utterly wrong in leaving ; and it is far from unlikely that bis 
vacillation on that occasion may have given encouragement to- 
the recent attack upon him. 

If Mr. Aucock, the head of our diplomatic and consular ser- 
vice in Japan, has thus misrepresented his country, his princi- 
pal subordinates have not been behindhand in following his 
example. There are only three ports open in Japan, and at 
each of these ports the consular officer has managed to make 
himself notorious. At Hakodadi the Consul has been alto- 
gether superseded, it being found that his lax conduct led him 
even beyond the latitude which has been allowed in that new 
country. The Japanese Ministers for Foreign Affairs formally 
charged another Consul with an attempt at outrage, and the 
facts alleged were at least sufficient to induce the British Mi- 
nister to remove him from the capital. Of Captain Vrs we 
do not desire to speak severely. That gentleman possesses a 
comical reputation for the unique character of his literary at- 
tainments, Certainly he never underwent the ordeal of a 
competitive examination, nor could he ever have received @ 
single lesson in English composition. Imagine a man hold- 
ing a responsible position under Her Majesty issuing an offi- 
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—— 
cial notification in such language as the following :—“ British 
subjects are requested to be careful how they walk about dur- 
ing the next week, the undersigned having heard that the streets 
of Yokuhama aro likely to be exceedingly crowded, and to re- 
main at home during the evening.” We need scarcely wonder 
after such a specimen of Consul Vysr's capacity, that he is 
liable to a certain obfuscation of intellect, and that British 
subjects under his fatuitous jurisdiction are often puzzled by 
his conflicting orders. Need we wonder if we are now feeling 
the effects of the injudicious appointments which have been 
made in Japan, and if we feel it especially at this moment, when 
it is of vast moment that the Government and the public 
should be able to place thorough reliance upon the wisdom 
of their diplomatists in Japan? 

It is evident that the greater number of the Damios, or terri- 
torial princes, are bent upon the exclusion of foreigners, whether 
by open violence or by a system of discouragement and annoy- 
ance. Foreign trade threatens to destroy the elaborate social 
‘and political arrangements of the country, and it may be ques- 
tioned whether we have anything to offer to the Japanese which 
can compensate them for the disorganisation which our presence 
can scarcely fail to produce. The value to ourselves of trade 
with Japan is a far broader question, and one on which, at pre- 
sent, we do not propose to enter. This only we will say, that 
if our commercial relations with the country cannot be cousoli- 


dated, except by force of arms, it is very questionable whether | 


it will be politic to resort to such an expedient. That it would 
be wrong in a moral point of view we have no doubt whatever. 





FRENCH POSTAL LINE FROM SINGAPORE TO 
COCHIN CHINA. 

By an arrangement between the Fnglish and Freuch Govern- 
ments, all French mail matter is received at and forwarded from 
Singapore for France, or the French settlements, by a special 
mail agent, appointed by the French Government ; and all mail 
matter designed for or received from France or French colonies 
ia, on its arrival, first delivered to the mail agent, and by him 
transmitted to the Post-office here. 

The French line of steamers to Saigon consists of the For- 
mos, Granada, and Shanghai, together with the Eoko, for sup- 
plemental or occasional service. Ail French vessels of war in 
passing are to servo, if required, in aid of this line. They 
‘admit no cargo, but take passengers free of charge, except for 
table money, &c., on a permit to embark granted on application 
to the French Consul. 


MR. OLIPHANT AS CONSUL-GENERAL IN JAPAN. 
‘We have authority for ‘stating that the post of British 
* Minister in Japan, which Mr. Alcock is anxious to resign, has 
been offered to Mr. Oliphant. At present, lowever, that 
gentleman jhas not accepted the office, and it is probable that 
the unsettled state of our relations with Japan, and the severe 
injuries he has recently received, have combined to make him 
hesitate before entering on a position which is alike pregnant 
with difficulty and danger. 


THE MALTA AND ALEXANDRIA CABLE. 


‘The nouv-arrival of the usual private telegrams and those 
through Reuter’s agency on the &th inst. caused some anxiety as 
to the condition of the Malta and Alexandria Cable. It appears 
that there has been a temporary suspense of five days in the 
operation of the lines through Italy, owing to the process of re- 
insulating a large portion of the line which the engineers 
have considered expedient, in order to give greater efficiency to 
the transmission of messages. These renovating movements 
are now completed, and on the 12th a message came through 
in eight hours from Alexandria.

FRANCE. 

The Moniteur of Dec. 5 publishes a report to the Emperor 
from the Ministers of Foreign Affairs and War on the subject 
of the indemnity paid by the Chinese Government for the four- 
teen persons who were the victims of a treacherous attack made 
on some French subjects, civil and military, at Yaug-Tchéon, 
on the 18th September, 1860, and of whom eight were killed 
and six injured, but still living :— 

“The amount paid by the Chinese Gorernment was 200,000 taels, of 
1,589,9194., vwhick bas ‘been apportioned as follows :—To the widow of 
Colonel Grandchamps, 125,000f., and tc four other relatives of the de- 
ceased, 12,500f. each, making 175,000f. ; to the brother of Victor Debut, 
sub-military intendant, 160,000f.; to the brother of J. Ader, officer 
attached to the military hospitals, 180,000f ; to the father, mother, and 
sister of the Abbé Deluc, a Jesuit missionary, 140,000f. ; to the father, 
mother, brother, and two sisters of J. A. Blanquet, hospital attendant, 
100,000f. ; to the father, mother, brother, and two sisters of N. Bouichot, 
a private in the Waggon Train, 100,000. ; to the aunt of L. Faurien, « 
private in the 102nd Regiment, 40,000F. and to the mother, brother, and 
two sisters of P. Ouzouf, a private in the Foot Chasseurs, 100,000f. The 
ollowing are the sums awarded to those who are still livin, -—To M. 
@’Escayrac de Lauture, charged with a scientific mission, 100,000; L. 
J. Bachelet, private in the 101st Regiment, 90,000f. ; C. Roger, private 
in the African Chasscurs, 90,000f ; J. Ginestet, private in the Waggon 
Train, 93,0008. ; J. Petit, ditto, 106,811. (this man received four wounds 
in defending himself), and F, Novalm, private in the same regiment, 
90,000.” 

‘All these sums are to be paid with interest, and without any 
deduction for legal or other dues.

RUSSIA. 
(PROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Sr. Pererspura, Dee. 5. 

The merchants at Kiachta are making strenuous exertions 
to maintain their ground in the face of the gradual measures of 
reform taken by the Russian Government, and their provisional 
steps towards the future introduction of the free-trade principle 
which peculiarly characterises the reign of the present Emperor. 
In addition to what they have already done to cement and in- 
crease their relations with the interlor of China—their trade 
having been hitherto confined to the Chinese frontier-town of 
Maimatschin—they have now subscribed amongst themselves 
the sum of 15,500 silver roubles to be devoted to the following 
purposes :-— 

“T, To send J. A. Nerpin, a merchant of the Third Guild, secom- 
panied by an experienced secretary as assistant, to Peking, to watch the 
course of trade as their agent there. 

«©, To send the former Chorunshi, P. R. Koffriggin, who understands 
and fluently both the Russian and Mongolian lag to Ourga, 
with the view to consolidate and improve the amicable relations between 
the two countries, as well as to make the needful preparations for the re- 
ception and comfort of the caravans on their arrival, and watch the events 
connected with trade. 

«3, To establish @ postal service between Kiachta and Peking. 

«4, To send five young men of capacity and intelligence with Mr. 
Nerpin, for careful instruction in the Chinese language.” 

The above sum is intended to defray these expenses for one 
year, the merchauts reserving to themselves the right to sub- 
scribe further supplies for the purchase of houses for a factory 
and warehouses at Peking and Ourga, if found advisable at a 
later period. 

A plan has been brought out for the greater development of 
the metallic riches of the Ural Mountains, which attracts much 
notice, both from the source from which it emanates and the 
importance of the subject itself. It is proposed to construct a 
railway from Perm, on-the river Kania, across the Ural chain of 
mountains to Djumen on the Tura, one of the tributaries of the 
Yrtisch, a distance of 554 wersts (about 400 English miles), 
the expense of which is estimated at not more than 
45,000 roubles per werst. In the absence of this facility of 
communication coals, provisions, and of course wages, have risen 
within the last few years in a most alarming ratio. The price 
of corn at Nischky-Tagitsk, which, no further back than 1857, 
was 27 kopecks per pood, was 36 kopecks in the following year ; 
in 1859 it rose to G8 kopecks, the average price in 1860 was 
95 kopecks, and now it is considerably more than 1 rouble. 
‘The statistical tables show that the mining interest of that dis- 
trict paid last year 6} millions of roubles more than in 1857 
for wages to their workmen. By the execution of this project 
not only would the price of provisions and coals be materially 
lowered, but it would enable the owners of mines to send their 
produce with greater facility to distant markets, and enter into 
competition with the metals of other countries, The proposal 
has beea favourably received by the Emperor and the Govern- 
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ment departments, and it is not unlikely that, in the course of 
this winter, a joint-stock company will be formed for the execu- 
tion of this grand project, which in the end cannot fail to facili- 
tate and increase the communication between European Russia 
and Siberia, and reduce to a minimum the most dangerous and 
difficalt part of the journey. The lino has already undergone a 
provisional survey, and the difficulties to be surmounted are not 
go great as might have been expected. 

The frost having set in for the winter, the navigation of 
this port is entirely closed. During the time it was opeu the 
number of yessels that arrived here was 2,142, whilst the de- 
partures amounted to 2,128. The frost set in so suddenly at 
Cronstadt as to freeze up unexpectedly fifty-six loaded lighters, 
but the nineteen outward-bound steamers loading were just 
able to get away, some half freighted aud others empty. 

Count Putiatin, who so successfully negotiated and concluded 
the late Treaties with Japan and China, appears to be a better 
diplomatist than Minister for Public Enlightenment, which office 
he has held for the last year or two, but which he has now 
resigned, having failed to give satisfaction to the Emperor, and 
finding himself naturally quite out of his element, which is the 
sea. In no other country in the world would an admiral of 
the navy be considered cligible to such a totally different de- 
partment, and be appointed “Minister for the Enlightenment of 
the People.” 

Even in this distant country the difficulty of obtaining raw 
cotton is beginning to be seriously felt, and manufacturers are 
casting about to see from what new quarters supplies can be 
obtained. The Morthern Bee points out the importance and 
even necessity of cultivating closer commercial bonds with the 
cotton markets of Central Asia as the most natural sources of 
supply for the Russian manufacturers, as they produce more 
than enough for the requirements of this country, and would 
have the advantage of making us independent of cotton from 
North America, Chiva, Bokhara, Kokand, Turkestan, and 
China, whose supplies of this uscful article are all available in 
this country, not only produce it in sufficient quantitics, but 
the quality is very superior, and might even be considerably 
improved by paying a little more attention to the cultivation 
of the plant itself, and particularly the cleaning fit from the 
pods and seeds. 








PRUSSIA. 
(FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


Bent, Dec. 9. 

Despatches and private letters from the Prussian Embassy 
to China have been received here, the latest dates being the 
15th of September from Che-foo. The treaty with China was 
sigaed by the late Emperor, it being one of the last acts of his 
life. The Prussian Ambassador, Count Eulenburg, went to 
Peking on the 10th of that month, and intended to embark 
with his suite for Hong Kong about the middle of October. A 
veport had been current for some timo that Prince Kung had 
been murdered by the famous Tartar Gencral San-ko-lin-sin, 
who had seized the reins of Government. It now appears that 
there is no foundation whatever for the report, nor for another 
one totheeffect that the late Emperor had been’ poisoned by Prince 
Kung, though it must be confessed that both rumours sounded 
plausible and in conformity with our ideas of the traditional 
policy of Asiatic dynasties. But the simple truth is, that the 
Emperor Hien-fung died of an attack of delirium tremens, brought 
on by his addiction to Sam-chu, a Chinese spirituous liquor 
resembling arrac. As he was also well known to have av exten- 
sive harem, and to be a great consumer of opium, it was no 
wonder that he did not pay much attention to the affairs of 
state, but abandoned them to his Ministers. Prince Kung had 
gone to Tartary to attend the funcral of his brother, the late 
Emperor. It was generally expected that on his return he would, 
through the influence and representations of the Ambassadors 
of England, France, and Russia, be admitted as a member of the 
Regency, that being considered the only step for the futuro 
security of the Mant-choo dynasty, as the Enropean Powers 
would then be moro likely to support the Government against 
the rebels, At first it was supposed that greater advantages 
would be derived in the way of commercial facilities from an 
alliance with the latter, the more so as they seemed favourable 
to the cause of Christianity. But this illusion appears now to 
be dispelled. It is true the ports on the Yang-tse-Kiang are open 
to foreign trade, and ingress afforded to the tea and silk districts ; 
but after all it is felt that the real producers of these two staple 
articles of the country ato not the restless Taepirgs, but the loyal 








and peaceable cultivators of the soil. It is scarcely to be expected 
that even if the French Emperor were in favour of it, England 
would support him in what could not fail to be considered an 
unpopular war in China ; but a reinforeement of the naval forces, 
or even the arrival of a couple of regiments, would have agreat 
moral effect on the future destiny of that country, 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Ausrervax, Dec. 6. 

In my last letter I stated'the general currency of a rumour 
that in future the Government no longer intended to advertise 
for tenders in this country for the supply of military stores 
for the army in India, preferring in future to make their pur- 
chases on the spot. Owing to the prevalence of the report, a 
great number of letters have been addressed to the Colonial 
Department by parties interested in the question to inquire if 
there is good foundation for the truth of the rumour. These 
inquiries have become so numerous as to induce the Minister 
to insert as an answer the following paragraph in the official 
Staate-Cowrant :-— 

“The Minister for the Colonies hereby informs all parties who have 
written to the Colonial Department for explanativn of the notice pub 
lished by the Superintendent of the Military Administration of the East 
India army in the Java Courant, under date of the 2nd of August last, 
concerning tenders for military requirements for the army in India, that 
orders were sent out from this country by the Colonial Department in 
1839, and again in the beginning of the present year, empowering the 
Govemor- General to purchise provisions for the trovps.and other needful 
articles, such as oil, nails, leather, yellow metal, English and Swedish 
iron, steel, lead, tin, white-lead, and zinc-white, and window glass, on the 
spot, provided such articles can be purchased at acceptable prices ; but 
that orders were sent out the beginning of last month to the Govemor- 
General of Netherlands India not to extend the list of articles required 
for the military service, to be purchased on the spot, without first writing 
home for further instructions.” 

A numerously attended public mecting was held a few 
evenings since in the great saloon of the building belonging to 
the Netherlands Yacht Club to hear an address delivered by 
Dr. J. J. van Limburg Brouwer, of Java, on the cultivation of 
cotton in the Archipelago of Netherlands India, and the best 
meaus to be adopted for its further extension and improvement. 
After giving an account of the present system of cultivation 
followed in the East, the learned lecturer proposed the estab- 
lishment of a company or association for the increase of cotton 
cultivation, so as to render the manufacturers in this country 
comparatively independent of American cotton. The company 
he proposed to be domiciled in this country, and the direction 
in India confided to local agents, one to be appointed in each 
of the cotton-producing districts and new localities where the 
soil and climate may appear to be more especially adapted for 
the cultivation of this usc‘ul and important plant. The statutes 
and bye-laws of the company would be published as soon as 
possible, the capital to be subscribed to be in accordance with 
the interest taken by capitalists in this country. In the course 
of his address the learned Doctor stated that many attempts had 
been made to introduce the cultivation of the perennial cotton 
plantin Netherlands India, butithad not succeeded, as it wasfound 
tobe more exposed to theravages of insects than the annual plavt 5 
besides, in Java the natives were strongly opposed to it, whilst 
in Jamaica they find it more profitable to cultivate cottee and 
tobacoo. It was not intended that the Company itself should 
embark in the cultivation of cotton, but rather to give advice on 
the subject to the natives and purchase from them their pro- 
duce. Experience proves that most foreign plants deteriorate 
quickly in Java, as is known to be the case with tobacco. The 
question then arises, what course ought to be adopted with 
cotton? Should fresh seed be imported every year? The an- 
swer to this must be decided by practical trials, The lecturer 
stated that he had sent some samples of cotton out of the 
Company's last sale to Manchester, a part of which was pro- 
duced from Javanese native seed and partly from seed imported 
into Java from New Orleans. A comparison of the yarns spun 
from cach was favourable to the native secd, but further trials 
were requircd to test the problem to the utmost, Formerly a 
higher quality of yarn than No. 24 could not be spun from 
Surat cotton. To produce No. 28 it was found needful to add 
from one-third to one-fourth the quantity of New Orleans 
cotton, but of late such improvements have been eflected that 
No. 28 is now produced exclusively from Surat. At the conclusion 
of the address, which was received with the deepest sympathy 
and interest by the audience, on the proposition of the chair~ 
man, Mr, Joost van Vollenhoven, a vote was unanimously passed, 
recording in the most flattering terms the cordial thanks of the 
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meeting to the learned Doctor for his interesting and important 
communication. 

In my letter of Nov. 8,* I mentioned the disagreement that 
had taken place between the professors of the Oriental lan- 
guages at the Royal Academy at Delft and the director of the 
institution, and that the former hud forwarded an address of 
complaint to the King. The students unanimously sided with 
their professors, and as they refused to conform with the new 
regulations, the establishment has been closed for two months, 
and the pupils sent to their respective homes. The following 
circular has been forwarded to the parents and guardians of the 
students : 

“ Thave the honour to inform you that H.M. the King, on the recom- 
mendation of the Minister of the Interior, after consulting with his colleague 
the Minister for the Colonies. and in accordance wtth the sentiments 
expressed by H.R.H Prince Henry of the Netherlands, in his capacity of 
Patron of this Royal Academy, has been pleated to ordain, by Royal 
Decree of yesterday's date (X No. 9), to close the Royal Academy of 
Delft from this day for the space of two months, on the ground that the 
students refuse to obey the regulations contained in the Royal Decree of 
the 7+h of September last.” 

Against this measure the students entered a formal protest, 
and forwarded also a formal address containing a statement of 
their grievances to both Chambers of the States Gencral. The 
Municipal Council of Delft has also sent a petition to the King 
in favour of the rescission of the new regulations, which fare 
generally considered harsh aud tyrannical. 

The Dutch clipper Vouck, Capt. Wiercks, of 892 tons register 
(belonging to the eminont house of Fop Smit, of Kinderdyke) 
which sailed from Brouwershaven on the Ist of May last for 
Batavia, made a splendid run ont in 72 days, and returned to 
the above port on the 27th of November, making the passage 
home in 84 days. When it is considered that tho vessel re- 
mained 53 days at Batavia, discharging and taking in cargo, it 
may be recorded as the quickest voyage out and home ever 
performed by a vessel of this country, the whole time occupied 
being five days less than seven months, 

Arrangements have been made in this country also to send 

telegrams to India eight days after the departure of the bi- 
monthly mails, so as to catch them at Alexandria. 
* To facilitate the execution of the Royal Decree mentioned in 
my last for increasing the number of men as reinforcements for 
thearmy in Netherlands India to bosent out this year from 1,500 
to 1,900, orders have been given to offer a bounty of 120 florins 
for each well-conducted private of the infantry, and 150 florins 
for troopers, as an inducement for them to exchavge from the 
Home Service into the East India army. 

Major-General Meiss, of the East India army, late Governor 
of the West Coast of Sumatra, has just died at a very ad- 
vanced age. 

Owing to the short supplies of cotton, which are beginning 
to be severely felt in this country, the great cotton spinning 
establishments at Twente have reduced their daily working 
time by two hours, and it is even contemplated by some to 
effect a still greater restriction of work 

There has been an election at Rotterdam to fill two vacancies 
in the Chamber of Commerce and Manufactures in that city. 
‘The one terminated in favour of Mr. J. R. Mees, with an abso- 
lute majority (114 ont of 123 votes). In lieu of Mr. G. Obrecn, 
appointed Mauaging Director of the Netherlands Trading Com- 
pany, the votes were divided between six candidates, the highest 
number being obtained by Mr. J.C. Burlage, who polled 57 
votes, whilst 40 were given for Mr. J. G. de Bruyn. Conse- 
quently a second competition will take place between the two 
last-named gentlemen, 

Mr. D. Boes Lutjens is appointed Assistant-Resident Magis- 
trate and Commander of the local militia at Amboyna, and Mr. 
J. B. Malherbe to be Goverment Scerctary of the Molueca 
Islands. 

The medical treatment of the sailors belonging to the steam 
frigate Evertsen at the Naval Hospital at Willems-oord docs not 
appear to be attended by the favourable results expected, as 
the number still there is stated to be one hundred and thirty- 
four. é 

A letter from Harderwyk mentions that a detachment of 
supplementary colonial troops, consisting of a hundred and 
fifty non-commissioned officers and privates, under the com- 
mand of Captain B, J. Bosstraeten, of the East India army 
(returning to India from leave of absence to this country), ac- 
companied by the Second Licuteuants of Infantry, A. Verbrugh 
and F, de Cock-Bruning, and the Second Lieutenants of En- 
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gineers, J.C, Dory and H. G. Derx, as well as H. Greve, medies 
officer of the Third-class, embarked at Nieuwe Deep on board 
the chartered transport Cheribon, Captain W.J. Coers, for Java, 
on the 30th November. 

The Netherlands Trading Company invites tenders for the 
conveyanco of five hundred tons of steam coke from Birkenhead 
to Onrust in Java. 

H.N.M. scrow corvette de Linge, commanded by First-class 
Lieutenant van der Hack, left the port of Helvoetsluys on the 
1st of December for Batavia, to reinforce the squadron in the 
Eastern Archipelago. She has on board a mail from this country 
for Netherlands India, 

Professor H. W. de Vriese, of the Leyden University, has 
commenced a course of lectures in the large saloon of the 
chemical laboratory in that university, on the agricultural and 
vegetable produce exported from Netherlands India. 

His object is to demonstrate the necessity of the application 
of scientific discoveries and improvements for the due develop- 
ment of the intellectual faculties of the different native races in- 
habiting the Indian Archipelago, and he gave a most interesting 
account of his late official tour in the East, connected with the 
Government examination of the state of the cultivation of all 
the ditferent articles of native produce. 

Tho Dutch steam corvette Princess Amalia, Lieutenant A. J. 
Kroef, commander, which sailed from Batavia on the 15th of 
August last, after stopping for a few days at the Cape of Good 
Hope, arrived at St. Helena on the 29th of October. All well 
on board.

Personal Narrative of Two Years’ Imprisonment in Burmah. 
By Henry Gouger. Jobn Murray. Second Edition. 

A review of this interesting narrative has already appeared 
in our columns,*‘Jand we are not at all surprised to sce that 
Mr. Gouger’s interesting volume has reached a second edition. 
The story of his imprisonment is so full of startling incidents, 
of picturesque details, of pathetic touches, that it possesses all 
the charm of fiction, yet, at the same time, tho style of the 
volume, simple and straightforward as it is, bears the strongest 
evidence of its truth. Mr. Gouger is no longer living, and the 
present edition is brought out by his brother. 

In the preface he explains how it came to pass that the 
author retained so clearly the memory of events, and how, after 
80 many long years had passed away, he was enabled to record 
them with accuracy. For those who demanded such an expla- 
nation, it will prove satisfactory ; for our part we consider that 
the volume carries its own credentials with it. Of the present 
edition, the last chapter is new, and contains a condensed 
and graphic account of the present favourable condition of 
Burmah.

it appears to me there are cbjections to, and no authority for, granting 
letters of marque in the present contest. I am not aware that Congress, 
which bas the exclusive power of granting letters of marque and reprisal, 
has authorised such letters to be issued against the insurgenti od were 
there such authorisation, | am not prepared to advise its exercise, because 
it would, in my view, be a recoge ion of the assumption of the insur- 
gents that they are a distinct and independent nationality. 
“ Underthe Act of Aug. 5, 1861,‘ supplementary to an Act entitled an Act 
to protect the Commerce of the States, and to punish the crime of 
Piracy,’ the President is authorised to instruct the commanders of * armed 
vessels ailing under the authority of any letters of marque and reprisal 
granted by the Congress of the United States, or the commanders of any 
other suitable vessels, to subdue, seize, take, and, if or the high seas, to 
send into any port of the United States any vessel or boat, built, pur- 
chased, fitted out, or held,’ &c. This allusion to letters of marque does 
not authorise such letters to be issued, nor do I find any other Act con- 
ing much authorimtion. But the same Act in the 2nd section, as 
above quoted, gives the President power to authorise the ‘commanders of 
any suitable vessels to subdue, seize,’ &c. Under this clause letters per- 
missive, under proper restrictions and guards against abuse, might be 
granted to the propeller Pembroke, so as to meet the views expressed by 
Mr. Forbes. ‘This would seem to be laveful, and, perhaps, not liable to 
the objections of granting letters of marque against our own citizens, and 
that, too, without law or authority from the only constituted power that 
can grant it.

SIR JOHN BOWRING ON FREE TRADE. 

Mr. Henry Star, an American, has written a letter to Sir Jobn Bowring, 
in reply to some remarks of his on the Customs’ policy of the United 
States, in which he states that—“ America upholds a moderate scale of 
duties on general imports, while England lays an excessive rate on a few 
articles lucing twice the revenue, and then calls on all the worldto admire 
her wisdom and liberality.” And that ‘it would be no difficult matter to 
show that,the course taken by England in respect of her foreign trade has 
been dictated entirely by self-interest.” Sir John Bowring writes in 
reply:— We, in England, were long the slaves of prejudices, favourable 
to what is called ‘protection'—its true name is robbery of the many for 
the benefit of the few—but we are mending our ways, and France and 
Italy, and Germany and Russia—ay! and even retrogade Spain are fol- 
lowing our example—and so will the United States when truth becomes 
stronger than error—and the general good is preferred to the partial and 
the priv leged. You say we raise 25 millions by the Customs, but if we 
taxed home produced articles by the excise, at the same as we tax the fo- 
reign articles of competition—if we levy duties on articles not produced at 
home, as tobacco (whose cultivation is prohibited )—or tea, which our cli- 
mate will not aliow us to cultivate, that is no anti-free-trade principle, 
though ‘it may not be wise. Our direct taxes are far heavier than your, 
but [would increase them if I were able, I shall rejoice in the day— 
which assuredly will arrive—when custom-houses shall be deemed curses 
and free-transit be national, as it is now provincial, | believe the most 
enlightened self-interest is that which confers benefits on others, and that 
it is our true policy to enrich our neighbours—to share their prosperity and 
to communicate our own. We free traders have not all our own ways; 
but at all events we have done something, and should do a great deal more if 
you would work with us.” 


























THE BIGHOP OF LABUAN'S LECTURE ON BORNEO. 

At a meeting last week of the Ethnological Society, the Bishop of Labuan 
delivereda lecture descriptive of the race of the Dyaks, with a history of the 
sovereignty of Sarawak. He had not, he said, prepared a regular paper, but 
would give theaudience a little talk upon Borneo. He had been located. 
on the N. W. point of Sarawak, which, owing to recent events, had been 
extended half way from the old northern boundary to Tunki. It was ina 
complete amphitheatre of mountains, and was so much under water that 
they had to go about from place to place in boats The mouths of the 
rivers generally formed good harbours, and one of them, the Rajan, 150 
miles from its mouth, was half a mile wide, and seventeen fathoms deep. 
Near the sea there was a sandstone formation, which, at the coast, passed 
into volcanic and primitive rocks. At that part of the river were the anti- 
mony and gold mines, worked by the Chinese, who having been allowed 
too much of their own way, attempted to take possession of the whole 
country. Along the coast, too, there were signs of coal, and that found 
up the river was excellent for steam purposes if used when fresh. The 
people—the Dyaks--were the second wave of the southward emigration, 
and were, judging from some of their religious rites, of Hindoo origin. 
Until the rule of Sir J. Brooke, the sea Dyaks were pirates, and the land 
Dyaks livea in villages raised upon a platform supported on posts. They 
were, in their own way, an industrious people, ‘and were labouring 
at something or another, such as making mats or cutting instruments for 
agricultural purposes. ‘The women, too, employed their time ia making 
cotton cloths, which were very strong. ‘The men fashioned swords out of 
arich iron ore, and were most expert in the use of it. His lordship 
having given an interesting account of the escape of the Christian popu- 
lation from the hands of the Chinese, and impressed upon the meeting 
the necessity of her Majesty's Government supporting Sir J, Brooke, and 
preventing the Dutch taking the cotntry into their posvession, as they 
threatened to do at his death, concluded his address by describing the 
dress and ornaments of the people. 

Mititary Sayrrariom at Vicronta, Vancouver's Istanp.—A 
correspondent of The Times writes as follows from Vancouver's Island :— 
“The great portion of a sanitarium for soldiers has arrived from the 
Cape of Good Hope at Victoria. ‘The materials are being stored here, 
but it is not intended to erect the building at present, nor am I well 
informed as to the object with which they Fave ‘been sent; but if the 
intention of the Home Government is to establish a  sanita- 
rium on Vancouver Island for soldiers invalided in China or 
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India, their choice of a station is a wise one. There is no 
healthier climate in the world than that of this island. Warm in sum- 
mer without being ive, and bracing in winter without any severity of 
cold, I have tried all sorts of climates, and find this the best—the per- 
fection of a temperate climate, to which is superadded natural scenery of 
the most varied and attractive character. I cannot recal at this moment 
a more accessible place in our own dominions than this island to India 

i from Hong Kong to Victoria is, on the 
average, only 40 days; from Bombay it is more, say 60 days; and 
from Calcutta about 80 days by sailing vessels.” 





Monetary and Commercial. 


BF Already the effect of a war with the Northern States is de- 
monstrated in the refusal of etaployment to American tonnage, 
and should such be the case American ships in the Eastern seas 
will bein a most deplorable condition, for even the few Men of 
‘War which the United States generally have on the China sta- 
tion have been withdrawn in consequence of the rebellion. Tho 
teas and other produce which may be now on the way to New 
York and Boston will be materially affected also ; as there is no 
doubt but that the British Goverament will act very promptly 
im blockading all the Northern ports of the States should 
the answer to its demands—due in three weeks—not be satis- 
factors, As the export of tea for the present season is al- 
ready much below the average, and the stocks in Ainerica conse- 
quenily small, the rise in prices will be very considerable. It 
is probable that if the war feeling gather strongth, specu- 
lative shipments of tea and other Eastern produce will be made 
from this to New York before war is actually declared. 

The following extract from the Economist, on this important 
subject, will be found to include the ground which principally 
affects the interests of our readers, and wo give it precedence 
to more extended remarks of our own :— 

As far as the money market is concerned, no time has occurred so 
favourable, or rather so little unfavourable, as this for an American war 
in the recollection of men of business. Ordinarily no incident could be 
more ditastrous. ‘The usual course of our direct trade gives a vast credit 
to America, and we are likewise, for the most part, largely under accept- 
ance for her on credits drawn from India and China. Neither of these is 
the case now. We have sold little to America for months past, and that 
little has been mainly for cash. America has bought a0 little in the East, 
and we have been so cautious with respect to that little, that we are scarcely 
under acceptance for America at all. The great houses who mostly con- 
duct the credit business are said, we believe truly, to have now scarcely a 
fifth of the American liabilities which they had in 1857. 

These are but fortunate accidents of the moment. What is, under 
ordinary circumstances and under the present laws of warfarc, the harm 
which we can inflict on the Federal States, and what is the harm which 
we must expect to suffer from them? If we refer to the history of the 
last war, it would appear that we could almost wholly destroy their com- 
merce, without their materially impairing ours. The years of war were 
1813 and 1814, and we may at once draw our own conclusions by com- 
paring them with the adjacent years :—

‘The returns of our Custom-house for 1813 were destroyed by fire, and 
those for 1814 are so largely affecled by the peace with France. that no 
exact comparison with others can be satisfactorily made ; but it is certain 
that neither six-sevenths of our exports nor six-sevenths of our imports 
were taken from us by the American war. 

‘The nature of the American trade explains why we were able to do so 
much harm. The commerce of America is greatest with Great Britain— 
then with Europe, which is very near to us and very far from them,— 
then with Cuba, which is close to our West India Islands,—then with 
India and China, one of which is a dependency of ours, and near to both 
of which we have places of resort and coaling stations, most important 
now-a-days in these days of war steamers, and near to which they have 
neither. If we had wished for an enemy's commerce in an exposed posi- 
tion, we should have placed it where the American commerce now is. If 
the laws of warfare were now what they were in 1813, we could, if so dis 
posed, annihilate the whole trade of the United States. 

But the laws of warfare are not the same. We have consented to 
modify and ameliorate them ; and although the United States declined 
to participate in these humane efforts, it seems that they will derive much 
benefit from them. We engaged at Paris to acknowledge the rule that 
neutral ships should make neutral goods : and though the Americans have 
never yet covenanted to do so, such will probably be the rule on both 
sides in a future struggle. French ships will therefore be able to carry 
the grain of North America to Europe, and to carry the silks of Prance to 
North America; and we shall not seek to prevent them. We have aban- 
doned, for good and wise reasons, the mode of warfare which we pursued 
forty years ago; and though a war may in consequence be more pro- 
longed, it will be less painful, both to ourselves and to the enemy. 

But what was formerly true of American commerce is still true of 
their'shipping. The Congress of Paris illogically and unwisely, as we 
have often pointed out, did not give the same security to an enemy's 
ships which it gave to an enemy's goods. Why that distinction is made 
We need not now inquire ; it is enough to know that it bas been made. 
We shall, therefore, by our cruisers be able, if we choose, to exclude 
‘American vowels from, most of their own trade, As we have showa, it

The 
Americans have insisted that it is a coasting trade, and have declined to 
throw it open to foreign nations. If they ens in that Poley, neutral 
vessels will not be able to carry gold from California because of the legal 
pronibiton, and American vessels will not be able to carry it because of 
war. 

The bar silver brought by the Mexican packet has been sold 
at 613d. per ounce, showing an advance of 3d. on the price 
obtained for the last arrival, Transactions to some amount 
have, however, taken place in the interval at 614d. A portion 
of the Mexican dollars have been cold at 59}. It is an- 
nounced that the late remittances to India have been for the 
purpose of buying up Manchester goods, in consequence of the 
advanced rates here, 

The number of coolies ordered by the West India Colonies 
for the present season is 3,100 from Claina and 500 from India. 

The steamer Sir James Duke has been chartered to convey 
the 200 miles of cable for the repair of the Red Sea Cable, and 
it is expected that she will be despatched on the 25th inst. 

Messrs. Newalland Co. are preparing about fifty miles of 
cable to be sent to Batavia for the repair of the Singapore and 
Batavia line. 

The directors of the China and Japan Steam Navigation 
Company notify that they are desirous of engaging the imme- 
diate services of a commander, well acquainted with the China 
seas and rivers, and thoroughly conversant with the machinery 
and navigating of a steam vessel, for the purpose of receiving 
charge of a steamer now being completed, taking her out to 
China, and thereafter retaining command of her when in the 


China waters. 

The directors of the Agra Bank have opened a branch at 
Edinburgh, in consequence of the large and steadily increasing 
number of shareholders and constituents of the Bank in Scot- 
land. A Board of Directors of high character and standing has 
been nominated. Mr. Robert Hunter, late Secretary of the 
Bank of Madras, has been appointed the Manager. 

A meeting of ship-owners was held at the Jamaica Coffee- 
house, on the 11th inst., to form an association to insure vessels 
against war risks, should war be declared against America. -
